(a) Jeremias. He was a prieſt, a native of Anathoth 
a prieſtly city in the tribe of Benjamin: and was ſanctiſied 
from his mother's womb, to be a prophet of God ; which 
office he began to execute when he was yet a child in age. 
He was in his whole life, according to the ſignification of 
his name, great before the Lord; and a ſpecial figur&of 
Jeſus Chriſt, in the perſecutions he underwent for dif- 
charging his duty; in his charity for his perſecutors; and 
in the violent death he ſuffered at their hands: it being an 
antient tradition of the Hebrews, that he was ſtoned to 
death by the remnant of the Je /s who had retired into 
Egypt.

God invites the rebel Jeaus to 
return to him, with a pro- 
miſe to receive them : he 
foretells the converſion of 
the Gentiles. 

T is commonly faid : If 

a man put away his wite, 
and ſhe go from him, and 
marry another man, ſhall 
he return to her any more? 
mall not that woman be 
polluted, and defiled ? but 
thou haſt proſtituted thyſelf 
to many lovers : neverthe- 
leſs return to me, faith the 

Lord, and I will receive 

thee. | 

2 Lift up thy eyes on 
high: and ſee where thou haſt 
not proſtituted thyſelf : thou 
diſt fit in the ways, waiting 
for them as a robber in the 
wilderneſs : and thou haſt 


polluted the land with thy 


fornications, and with thy 
wickedneſs. 
3 Therefore the ſhowers 


were withholden, and there. 


was no lateward rain : thou 
hadſt a harlot's forekead, thou 
wouldſt not bluſh. 

4 Therefore at the leaſt 
fcom this time call to me: 
Thou art my father, the guide 
of my virginity. 

5 Wilt thou be angry for 
ever, or wilt thou continue 


- unto the end ? Behold, thou 


haſt ſpoken, and haſt done 
evil things, and haſt been 
able.

11 Jeremias. went forth out 
of Jeruſalem. to go into the 
land of Benjamin; and to 
divide a poſſeſſion there in the 
preſence of the citizens. - 

12: And when he was come 
to the gate of Benjamin, the 
captain of the gate, who was 
there in his turn, was one na- 
med Jerias, the fon of Sele- 
mias, the ſon of Hananias : 
and ke took hold of Jeremias 
the prophet, ſaying: Thou 
art fleeing to the Chaldeans. 

13 And Jeremias anſwered: 
It is not fo, I am not- fleeing 
ta the Chaldeans. But he 
hearkened not to him: ſo ]:- 
rias took Jeremias, and brougat 
him to the princes. 

14 Wherefore the princes 
were angry with Jeremias, and 
they beat him, and caſt him 
into. the priſon that was in 
ther houſe of Jonathan the 
ſcribe: for he was chief over .

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17 And Jeremias ſaid to 
king Sedecias: In What have! 
offended againſt thee, or thy 
ſervants, or thy people, that 
thou haſt caſt me into priſon? 

18 Where are your pro- 
phets that propheſied to you, 
and ſaid: the king of Babylon 
ſhall not come againſt you, 
and again(t this land? 

19 Now therefore hear, I 
beſeech thee, my lord the 
king: let my petition be ac- 
cepted in thy fight : and ſend 
me not back into the houſe of 
Jonathan the ſcribe, leſt 1 die 
there. 

20 Then king Sedeciascom- 
manded that Jeremias ſhould 
be committed into the entry of 
the priſon: and that they 
| thould give him daily a piece 
of bread, beſide broth, till all 
the bread in the city were 
ſpent: and Jeremias remained

Jeremias ſpoke to all the peo- 


ple, ſaying : E l 
2 Thus faith the Lord 
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Whoſoever ſhall remain in 
this city, ſhall die by the 
word, and by the famine, and 
by the peſtilence : but he that 
thall go forth to the Chaldeans, 
ſhail live, and his life ſhall be 
ſafe, and he ſhall live. f 

3 Thus ſaith the Lord: 
This city ſhall ſurely be deli- 
vered into the hands of the ar- 
my of the king of Babylon, 
and he ſhall take it. 

4 And the princes ſaid to 
the king: We beſeech thee 
that this man may be put to 
death: for on purpoſe he 
weakeneth the hands of the 
men of war, ' that remain in 
this city, and the hands of the 
people, ſpeaking to them ac- 
cording to theſe words: for 
this man ſeeketh not peace to 
this people, but evil. 

5 And king Sedecias ſaid: 
Behold he is in your hands: 
for it is not lawful for the 
king to deny you any thing. 

6 Then they took Jeremi- 
as, and caſt him into the dun- 
geon of Melchias the ſon of 
Amelech, which was in the 
entry of the priſon: and they 
let down Jeremias by ropes in- 
to the dungeon, wherein there 
was no water, but mire, And 
Jeremias ſunk into the mire.

9 My lord the king, theſe 
men have done evil in all that 
they have done againſt Jere- 
mias the prophet, caſting him 
into the dungeon to die there 
with hunger, for there is no 
more bread in the city. 

10 Then the king com- 
manded Abdemelech the E- 
thiopian, ſaying: Take from 
hence thirty men with thee, 
and draw up Jeremias the pro- 
phet out of the dungeon, be- 
fore he die.

And Jeremias re- 
mained in the entry of the 
priſon. 


14 And king Sedecias ſent, 


and took Jeremias the pro- 
phet to him to the third gate, 
that was in the houſe of the 
Lord: and the king ſaid to 
Jeremias: I will aſk thee a 
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thing. hide nothing fiom me. 

15 Then Jeremias ſaid to 
Sedecias: It I ſhall declare it 
to thee, wilt thou not put me 
to death ? and if I give thee 
counſel, thou wilt not heark- 
en to me. 

16 Then king Sedecias 
ſwore to Jeremias, in pri- 
vate, ſaying: As the Lord 
liveth, that made us this 
ſoul, J will not put thee to 
death, nor will I deliver thee 
into the hands of theſe men, 
that ſeek thy life. 

17 And Jeremias ſaid to 
Sedecias: Thus faith the Lord 
of hoſts the God of Iſrael :

of their hands. | 

19 And king Sedecias faid 
to Jeremias: J am afraid be- 
cauſe of the Jews, that are 
fled over to the Chaldeans: 
leſt I ſhould be delivered into 
their hands; and they fhould 
abuſe me. | 

20 Eut jeremias anſwered: 
They ſhall not deliver thee : 
| hearken, I beſeech thee, to the 
word 
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word of the Lord, which I 
ipeak to thee, and it ſhall be 
well with thee, and thy foul 
thall liye. 

21 But if thou wilt not go 
forth : this is the word, which 
the Lord hath ſhewed me: 

22 Behold all the women, 
that are left in the houſe of the 
king of Juda, ſhall be brought 
out to the princes of the king of 
Babylon: and they ſhall tay :

28 But Jeremias remained 
in the entry of the priſon, 
until the day that Jeruſalem 
was taken: and it came to 
pals that Jeruſalem was taken.

bave not hearkened to his 
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voice, and this word is come 
upon you. | 
4 Now then behold I have 
looied thee this day from the 
chains, which were upon thy 
hands : if it pleaſe thee to 
come with me to Babylon, 
come: and | will ſet my eyes 
upon thee: but if it do not 
pleaſe thee to come with me 
to Babylon, ſtay here: behold 
all the land is before thee, as 
thou ſhalt chooſe, and whi- 
ther it ſhall pleaſe thee to go, 
thither go. | 
And come not with me: 
but dwell with Godolias the 
fon of Ahicam the ſon &

returned out of all the places

of the army, that had been 
ſcattered about in the coun- 
tries, came to Godolias to 
Matphath.

15 But Johanan, the ſon 
of Caree, ſpoke to Godolias 
privately in Maſphath, ſaying :

16 And Godolias the ſon 
of Ahicam ſaid to Johanan 
the ſon of Caree : Do not 
this thing: for what thou ſayſt 
of Iſmahel is falſe.

3 Iſmahel flew alſo all the 


Jews that were with Godolias 


in Maſphath, and the Chalde- 
ans that were found there, and 
the ſo'diers. 

4 And on the ſecond- day 
after he had killed Godolias, 


no man yet knowing it, 


There came ſome from 
Sichem, and from Silo, and 
from Samatia, fourſcore men, 


- with their beards ſhaven, and

10 Then iſmahel carried 
avray captive. all the remnant 
of the people, that were in 
Maſphath: the. king's daugh- 
ters, and all the people, that 
remained in Maſphath: whom 
Nabuzardan the general of the 
army had committed to Go- 
dolias the ſon of Ahicam.

63 And when thou ſhalt 
have made an end of reading 
this book, thou ſhalt tie a 
ſtone to it, and ſhalt throw it 
into the midſt of the Euphrates:

eth nothing, ſo are their gods

2 And tinee princes over 
them, of whom Daniel was 
one: that the governors might 
give an account to them, and 
the king might have no trouble. 

3 And Daniel excelled all 
the princes, and governors : 
becauſe a greater ſpi.it oi God 
was in him. 

4 And the king thought to 
ſet him over all the kingdom: 
whereupon the princes, and 
the governors ſought to find 
occaſion againſt Daniel with 
regard to the king: and my 
could find no cauſe, nor ſuſ- 
picion, becauſe he was faith- 
tul, and no fault, nor ſuſpici- 
on was found in him. 

Then theſe men faid : 
We ſhall not find any occaſion 
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againſt this Daniel, unlef; 
perhaps concerning the law of 
his God. 

6 Then the piinces, and 
the governors cia ti'y ſuggeſt- 
ed to the king, and ſpoke thus 
unto him: King Darius, live 
for ever:

9 So king Darius ſet forth 
the decree, and eſtabliſhed it.

in behalf of Daniel he ſet his 
heart to deliver him, and 
even till ſun- ſet he laboured 
to ſave him. 
15 But thoſe men perceiy- 
ing the king's deſign ſaid to 
him: Know thou, O king, 
that the law of the Medes 
and Perſians is, that no de- 
cree, which the king hath 
made, may be altered.

18 And the king went a- 
way to his houſe, and Jaid 
himſelf down without taking 
ſupper, and meat was not ſet 
before him, and even ſleep 
departed from him. 

19 Then the king riſing 
very early in the morning, 
went in haſte to the lions den: 
and coming near to the Cen, 
cried with a lamentable yoice 
to Daniel, and faid to him: 
Daniel ſervant of the living 
God, hath thy God whom 
thou ſerveſt always, been able, 
thinkeſt thou, to deliver thee 
from the lions ? 

20 And Daniel anſwering 
the king, faid: O king, live 
for ever. 

21 My God hath ſent his 
Angel, and hath ſhut up the 
mouths of the lions, and they 
have not hurt me: foraſmuch 
as before him juſtice hath 
been found in me: yea and 
before thee, O king, I have 
done no offence, 

22 Then was the king ex- 
ceeding glad for him, and he 
commanded that Daniel ſhould 
be taken out of the den: and 
Daniel was taken out of the 
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den, and no hurt was found 
in him, becauſe he believed 
in his God. 

23 And by the king's 
commandment, thoſe men 
were brought that had ac-

28 When the people were 
come to Joakim her huſband, 
the two elders alſo came full 
of their wicked device againſt 
Suſanna, to put her to death. 

29 And they ſaid before 
the people: Send to Suſanna 
daughter of Helcias the wife 
of Joakim. And preſently 
they ſent. 

30 And ſhe came with her 
parents, and children, and all 
her kindred. 

31 Now Suſanna was ex- 
ceeding delicate, and beauti- 
ful to behold. 

32 But thoſe wicked men 
commanded that her face 
ſhould be uncovered (for ſhe 
was covered) that fo at leaſt 
they might be ſatisfied with 
her beauty. 

33 Therefore her friends, 
and all her acquaintance wept. 

34 But the two elders ri- 
ſing up in the midſt of the 
people, laid their hands upon 
her head. 

35 And ſhe weeping looked 
up to heaven, for her heart 
had confidence in the Lord. 

36 And the elders faid : 
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As we walked in the orchard 
alone, this woman came in 
with two maids, and ſhut the 
doors of the orchard, and 
ſent away the maids from her; 

37 Then a young man that 
was there hid came to her, 
and lay with her. 

38 But we that were in a 
corner of the orchard, ſeeing 
this wickedneſs, ran up to 
them, and we ſaw them lie 
together. 

39 And as for him, we 
could not take him, becauſe 
he was ſtronger than we, and 
opening the doors he leaped

40 But having taken this 
woman, we aſked who the 
young man was, but ſhe 
would not tell us: of this 
thing we are witneſſes. _ 

41 The multitude beliey- 
ed them as being the elders 
and the judges of the people, 
and they condemned her to 
death. 

42 Then Suſanna cried out 
with a loud voice, and faid :

42 Her diſhonour was in 
creaſed according to her 
glory, and her excellency 
was turned into mourning. 

43 And king Antiochus 
wrote to all his ay ns 
that all the people ſhould 
be one: and every one ſhould 
leave his own law. 

44 And all nations con- 
ſented according to the word 
of king Antiochus. 

45 And many of Iſrael 
RN. to his ſervice, and 
they facrificed to idols, and 
profaned the ſabbath. 
46 And the king ſent 

letters by the hands of meſ- 
ſengers to Jeruſalem, and 
to all the cities of Juda: 
that they ſhould follow the 
law of the nations of the 
earth, 

47 And ſhould forbid ho- 
locauſts and ſacrifices, and 
atonements to be made in 
the temple of God, 

48 wx ſhould prohibit 
the ſabbath, and the feſtival 
days, to be celebrated. 
49 And he commanced 
the holy places to be pro- 
faned, and the holy people 
of Iſrael. 

o And he commanded 
altars to be built, and tem- 
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ples, and idols, and ſwine's 


fleſn to be immolated, and 
unclean beaſts, 

51 And that they ſhould 
leave their children uncir- 
cumciſed, and let their ſouls 
be defiled with all unclean- 
neſſes, and abowinations, 
to the end that they ſhould 
forget the law, and ſhould 
change all the juſtifications 
of God. 

52 And that whoſoever 
would not do according to 
the word of king Antiochus, 
ſhould be put to death. 

53 According to all theſe 
words he wrote to his whole 
kingdom: and he appointed 
rulers over the people that 
ſhould force them to do theſe 
things. 

54 And they commanded 
the cities of Juda to ſacrifice, 

55 Then many of the 
people were gathered to 
them that had forſaken the 
law of the Lord: and they 
committed evils in the land : 

56 And they drove away 
the people of Iſrael into 
lurking holes, and into the 
ſecret places of fugitives. 

57 On the fifteenth day 
of the month Caſleu, in the 
hundred and forty fifth year, 
king Antiochus ſet up (g) 
the abominable idol of de- 
ſolation upon the altar of 
God, and they built altars

throughout all the cities of 
Juda round about: 


cenſe, and ſacriſicc at the 
doors of the houſes and in tae 
ſtreets. 

And they cut in pieces, 
and burnt with fire the books 
of the law of God: 

60 And every one with 
whom the books of the teſ- 
tament of the Lord were 
found, and whoſoever obſery- 
ed the law of the Lord, they 
put to death, according to the 
edict of the king. 

61 Thus by their power 
did they deal with the people 
of Ifrael, that were found in 
the cities month after month : 

62 And on the five and 
twentieth day of the month 
they facrificed upon the altar 
of the idol that was over- 
againſt the altar of God. 

63 Now the wonea that 
circumciſed their children, 
were ſlain according to the 
commandment of king Antio- 
ochus, 

64 And they hanged the 
children about their necks in 
all their houſes, and thoſe that 
had circumciſed them, they 
put to death. 

65 And many of the peo- 
ple of Ifrael determined with 
themſelves, that they would 
not eat unclean things: and 
they choſe rather to die, than 
to be  dehled with unclean 
meats:

N thoſe days aroſe Matha- 

thias the fon of lohn, the 
fon of Simeon, a prieſt of the 
ſons of joarib, from Jeruſa- 
lem, an& he abode in the 
mountain of Modin. 

2 And he had five ſons, 
John who was ſurnamed Gad- 
dis; 

3 And Simon, who was 
ſurnamed Thaſi: 

4 And judas, who was 
called Machabeus: 

5 And Eleazar, who was 
ſurnamed Abaton: and Jona- 
mw who was ſurnamed Ap- 

us. 

6 Theſe ſaw the evils, that 

were done in the people of 
Juda, and in Jeruſalem. 
- 7 And Mathathias faid:. 
Wo is me, wherefore was I 
born to fee the ruin of my 
people, and the ruin of the 
holy city, and todwell there, 
when it is given into the hands 
of the enemies ? 

8 The holy places are 
come into the hands of ſtran- 
gers: her temple is become 
as a man without honour. 

9 The veſſels of her glo- 
ry are carried away captive: 
her old men are murdered in

10 What nation hath not | ed with gold, and ſilver, and 


inherited her kingdom, and 
gotten of her ſpoils? 

11 All her ornaments are 
taken away. She that was 
free is made a ſlave. 

12 And behold our ſanctu- 
ary, and our beauty, and our 
glory is laid waſte, and the 
gentiles have defiled them. 

13 To what end then ſhould 
we live any longer? 

14 And Mathathias and 
his ſors rent their garments, 
and they covered themſelves 
with hair-cloth, and made 

eat lamentation. 

i5 And they that were 
ſent ftom king Antiochus came 
thither, to compel them that 


were fied into the city of Mo- 
din, to ſactifice, and to burn 


incenſe, and to depart from 
the law of God. 

16 And many of the peo- 
ple of Iſrael conſented and 
came to them: but Mlathathi- 
as and his ſons ſtood firm. 

- 17 And they that were 
ſent from Antiochus anſwer- 
ing, faid to Mathathias: Thou 
art a ruler, and an honour- 
able, and great man in this 
city, and adorned with ſons, 
and brethren. 

18 Therefore come thou 
firſt, and obey the king's com- 


mandment, as all nations have 


done, and the mep of Juda, 


and they that remain in Jeru- 


ſalem: and thou, and thy 


— — 


many preſents. 

19 Then Mathathias an- 
ſwered, and ſaid with a loud 
voice: Although all nations 
obey king Antiochus, ſo as 
to depart every man from the 
ſervice of the law of his fa- 
thers, and conſent to his com- 
mandments : 

20 U and my ſons, and my 
brethren will obey the law of 
our fathers. 

21 God be merciſul unto 
us: it is not profitable for us 
to forſake the law, and the 
juſtices of God: 

22 We will not hearken 
to the words of king Antio- 
chus, neither will we facri- 
fice, and tranſgreſs the com- 
mandments ot our law, to 
go another way. 1 

23 Now as he left off 
ſpeaking theſe words, there 
came a certain Jew in the fight 
of all to ſacritice to the idols 
upon the altar in the city of 
Modin, according to the king's 
commandment. 

24 And Mathathias ſaw, 
and was grieved, and his reins 
trembled, and his wrath was 
kindled according to the judg- 
ment of the law, and running 
upon him he ſlew him upon 
the altar: | 

25 Moreover the man, 
whom king Antiochus. had 
ſent, who compelled them to 
ſacrifice, he ſlew at the ſame 


| - time, 
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time, and pulled down the al- 


tar, 

26 And ſhewed zeal for the 
law, as Phinees did by Zamri 
the ſon of Salomi. 

27 And Mathathias cried 
dut in the city with a loud 
voice, ſaying : Every one that 
hath zeal for the law, and 
maintaineth the teſtament, let 
him follow me. 

28 So he, and his ſons 
fled into the mountains, and 
left all that they- had in the 
city. 

29 Then many that ſought 
aftex judgment, and juſtice, 
went down into the deſart: 

30 And they abode there, 
they and- their children, and 
their wives, and their cattle: 
becauſe afflitions increaſed 
upon them. 

31 And it was told to the 
king's men, and to the army 
that was in Jeruſalem in the 
city of David, that certain 
men who had broken the king's 
commandment, were gone 
away into the ſecret places in 
the wilderneſs, and that many 
were gone after them. 

32 And forthwith they went 
out towards them, and made 
war againſt them on the ſab- 
bath-day, 

33 And they ſaid to them: 


Do you ſtill reſiſt ? come forth, 


and do according to the edict 
of king Antiochus, and yoy 
ſhall live. 


J4 And they ſaid: We will 
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not come forth, neither will 
we obey the king's edict, to 
profane the ſabbath-day. 

35 And they made haſte to 
give them battle. 

36 But they anſwered them 
not, neither did they caſt a 
ſtone at them, nor ſtopped up 
the ſecret places, 

37 Saying: Let us all die 
in our innocency: and heaven 
and earth ſhall be witneſſes for 
us, that you put us to death 
wrongtully. 

38 80 they gave them battle 
on the ſabbath: and they were 
lain with their wives, and 
their children, and their cattle, 
to the number of a thouſand 
perſons. | 

9 And Mathathias and 
his friends heard of it, and 
they mourned for them ex- 
ceedingly. 4 1 

40 And every man ſaid to 
his neighbour : If we ſhall 
all do as our brethren have 
done, and not fight againſt the 
heathens for our lives, and 
our juſtifications: they will 
now quickly root us out of the 
carth. 

41 And they determined in 
that day, ſaying: Whoſoever 
ſhall come up againſt us to 
fight on the abbath day, we 
will fight againſt him: and we 
will not all die, as our bre- 
thren that were ſlain in the 
ſecret places. 

42 Then was aſſembled 
to them the congregation of 
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(a) the Aſſideans, the ftout- 
elt of Iſiael, and every one 
that had a good will for the 
law. 

43 And all they that fled 
from the evils, joined them- 
felves to them, and were a 
tupport to them. 

44 And they gathered an 
army, and flew the ſinners in 
their wrath, and the wicked 
men in their indignation: and 
the reſt fled to the nations tor 
ſafety: 

45 And Mathathias and 
his triends went tœurd about, 
and they threw down the al- 
tars: 

46 And they circumciſed 
all the children, whom they 
found in the coaſts of Iſrael 
that were uncircuinciſed: and 
they did valiantly. 

47 And they purſued after 
the children of pride, and 
the work proſpered in their 
hands: 

48 And they recovered the 
law out of the hands of the 
nations, ard out of the hands 


yielded not the horn to the 
ſinner. 

49 Now the days drew 
near that Mathathias ſhould 
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die, and he ſaid to his ſons : 
Now hath pride, and chaſ- 
tiſement gotten ſtrength, and 
the. time of deſtruction, and 
the wrath of indignation : 

50 Now theretore, O my 
ſons, be ye zealous for the 
law, and give your lives for 
the covenant of your fa- 
thers. 

51 And call to remem- 
brance the works of the fa- 
thers, which they have done 
in their generations: and you 
thall receive great glory, and 
an everlaiting name. 

2 Was not Abraham 
found faithful in temptation, 
and it was reputed to him un- 
to juſtice? 

53 Joſeph in the time of 
his diſtreſs kept the command- 
ment, and he was made lord 
of Egypt. 

7 Phinees our father, by 
being fervent in the zeal of 
God, received the covenant 
of an everlaſting prieſthood. 

55 (c) Jeſus while he ful- 
filled the word, was made ru- 
ler in Iſrael.

58 Elias while he is full of 
zeal for the law, was taken up 
into heaven. 

59 Ananias and Azarias and 
Mifael by believing, were de- 
livered out of the flame. 

60 Daniel in his innocency 
wasdelivered out of the mouth 
of the lions. 

61 And thus conſider through 
all generations: that none that 
truſt in him, fail in ſtrength. 

62 And fear not the words 
of a ſinful man: for his glo- 
ry 1s dung, and worms : 

63 To day he 1s lifted up, 
and to morrow he ſhall not be 
found, becauſe he is returned 
into his earth, and his thought 
id come to nothing. 

64 You therefore my ſons, 


take courage, and behave man- 


fully in the law: for by it you 
ſhall be glorious, 

65 And behold, I know 
that your brother Simon is a 
man of counſel: give ear to 
him always, and he ſhall be a 
father to you. 

66 And: Judas Machabeus 
who is valiant and ſtrong from 
his youth up, let him be-the 
leader of your army, and he 
thall manage the war of the 
people. 

67 And you ſhall take to 
you all that obſerve the law: 
and revenge ye the wrong of 
your people. 

68 Render to the gentiles 
their reward, and take heed

to the precepts of the law. 
69 And he bleſſed them, and 
was gathered to his fathers. 
70 And he died in the 
hundred and forty ſixth year: 
and he was buried by his ſons 
in the ſepulchres of his fathers 
in Modin, and all Iſrael mourn- 
ed for him with great mourn- 
ing.

Judas Machabeus ſucceeds his 
fatber, and wvertbrows A- 
pollonius andSeron, A great 
army is ſent againſt him 
out of Syria. He prepnres 
his people for battle by faſt- 
ing and prayer. 6 


HEN his ſon Judas, 
called Machabeus, roſe 
up in his ſtead. 

2 And all his brethren help- 
ed him, and all they that had 
joined themſelves to his father, 
and they fought with chear- 
fulneſs the battle of Iſrael. 

3 And he got his people 
great honour, .and put on a 
breaſt-plate as a giant, and 
girt his warlike armour about 
him in battles, and protected 
the camp with his ſword. 

4 In his acts he was like a 

lion, and like a lion's whelp 
roaring for his prey. 


ed:and fought them out, and 
them that troubled his people 
he burnt with fire: | 
6 And his enemies were 
driven away for feat of him, 


and all the workers of iniqui-

5 And he purſued the wick- 
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ty were troubled: and ſalva- 
tion proſpered in his hand. 

7 And he grieved many 
kings, and made Jacob glad 
with his works, and his me- 
mory is bleſſed for ever. 

8 And he went through 
the cities of Juda, and deſtroy- 
ed the wicked out of them, 
and tuined away wrath from 
Ifrael. 

9 And he was renowned 
even to the utmoſt part of the 
earth, and he gathered them 
that were periſhing. 

10 And Apollonius gathered 
together the gentiles, and a 
numerous and great army from 
Samaria, to make war againſt 
lirael. 

11 And Judas underſtood it, 
and went forth to meet him : 
and he overthrew him, and 
killed him: and many fell 
down lain, and the reſt fled 
away. | 
12 And he took their ſpoils, 
and Judas took the ſword of 
Apollonius, and fought with 
it all his life tune. 

13 And Seron captain of 
the army of Syria heard that 
Judas had aſſembled a compa- 
ny of the faithful, and a con- 
gregation with him, | 

14 And he ſaid: I will get 
me a name, and will be glo- 
rified in the kingdom, and 
will overthrow Judas, and 
thoſe that are with him, that 
have deſpiſed the edict of the 


king. 
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ready: and the hoſt of the 
wicked went up with him, 
ſtrong ſuccours, to berevenged 
of the children of Iſrael. 

16 And they approached 
even as far as Bethoron: and 
Judas went forth to meet him, 
with a ſmall company. 

17 But when they ſaw the 
army coming to meet them, 
they ſaid to * How ſhall 
we, being few, be able to 
hght againſt ſo great a multi- 
tude and fo ſtrong, and we are 
-_ to faint with faſting to 
day 

18 And Judas ſaid: It is 
an eaſy matter for many to 
be ſhut up in the hands of a 
few: and there is no difference 
in the ſight of the God of 
heaven to deliver with a great 
multitude, or with a ſmall 
company : | 

19 For the ſucceſs of war 
is not in the multitude of the 
army, but ſtrength cometh 
from heaven. 

20 They come againſt us 
with an inſolent multitude, 
and with pride, to deſtroy us, 
and our wives, and our child- 
ren, ,and to take our ſpoils. 

21 But we will fight for 
our lives, and our laws; 

22 And the Lord himſelf 
will overthrow them before 


is And he made himſelf 


our face, but as for you, fear 


them not. 


23 And as ſoon as he had 
made an end of ſpeaking, he 
tuſhed ſuddenly upon —ç— 


and Seron, and his hoſt 
were 


- 
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were overthrown before him: 

24 And he purſued him by 
the deſcent of Bethoron even 
to the plain, and there fell of 
them eight hundred men, and 
the reſt fled into the land of 
the Philiſtines. 

25 And the fear of Judas 


| and of his brethren, and the 


dread of them fel] upon all the 
nations round about them. 

26 And his fame came to 
the king, and all nations told 
of the hattles of Judas. 

27 Now when king Anti- 
ochus heard theſe words, he 
was angry in his mind: and 
he ſent, and gathered the for- 
ces of all his kingdom, an ex- 


ceeding ſtrong army. 


28 And he opened his trea- 
ſury, and gave out pay to the 
army for a year: and he com- 
manded them, that they ſhould 
be ready for all things. 

29 And he perceived that 
the money of his treaſures fail- 
ed, and that the tributes of the 
country were ſmall becauſe of 
the difſenſion, and the evil that 
he had brought upon the land, 
that he might take away the 
laws of old times : 

30 And he feared that he 
ſhould not have as formerly, 
enough, for charges and gifts, 
which he had given before 
with a liberal hand: for he 
had abounded more than the 


him 


31 And he was greatly per- 


kings, that had been before 
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| plexed in mind, and purpoſed 
| to go into Perſia; and to take 


tributes of the countries,and to 
gather much money. 


32 And he left Lyfias, a 


noble man of the blood royal, 


to overſee the affairs of the 
kingdom from the river Eu- 
phrates even to the river of 
Egypt : 

33 And to hring up his 
ſon Antiochus, till he came 


again. 


34 And he delivered to him 


half the army, and the ele- 


phants: and he gave him 
charge concerning all that he 
would have done, and con- 
cerning the inhabitants of Ju- 
dea, and ſeruſalem: 

35 And that he ſhould ſend 
an army againſt them, to 
deſtroy and root out the 
ſtrength of Iſrael, and the 
remnant of Jeruſalem, and to 
take away the memory of 
them from that place: 

36 And that he ſhould ſettle 

ſtrangers to dwell in all their 
coaſts, and. divide their land 
by lot. 
37 So the king took the 
halt of the army that remain- 
ed, and went forth from An- 
tioch the chief city of his 
kingdom, in the hundred and 
forty ſeventh year: and he 
paſled over the river Euphra- 
tes, and went through the 
higher countries. 

38 Then Lyſias choſe Pto- 
lemee the ſon of Dorymenus, 
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and Nicanor, and Goraias, 
mighty men of the king's 


friends. 


39 And he ſent with them 
forty thouſand men, and feven 
thouſand horſemen; to go in- 
to the land of Juda, and to 
deſtroy it according to the 
king's orders. | 


40 So they went forth with 


. all their power, and came, 


and pitched near Emmaus in 
the plain country, | 

41 And the merchants of 
the countries heard the fame 
of them: and they took ſilver 
and gold in abundance, and 
ſervants ; and they came into 
the camp, to buy the children 
of Iſrael for ſlaves: and there 
were joined to them the forces 
of yo and of the land of 
the ſtrangers. | 

42 And Judas and his bre- 
thren ſaw that evils were mul- 
tiplied, and that the armies ap- 
proached to their borders: and 
they knew the orders the king 
had given to deſtroy the people 
and utterly aboliſh them. 

43 And they faid every man 
to his neighbour: Let us raiſe 
up the low condition of our 
people, and let us fight for our 
people, and our ſanctuary. 

44 And the afſembly was 
gathered that they might be 
ready for battle: and that 
they might pray, and aſk 
mercy and com 


45 Now Jeruſalem: was 


not inhabited, but was like a 


defart : there was none of her 
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children that went in or out: 
and the ſanctuary was troden 
down : and the children of 
ſtrangers were -in the caſtle, 
there was the habitation of 
the gentiles: and joy was 
taken away from jacob, and 
the pipe and harp ceaſed there. 

46 And they aſſembled to- 
gether, and came to Maſpha 
over againſt Jeruſalem: for in 
Maſpha vras a place of prayer 
heretofore in Iſrael. 

47 And they faſted that 
day, and put on haircloth, and 
put aſhes upon their heads: 
and they rent their garments: 

48 And they laid open the 
books of the law, in which 
the gentiles ſearched for the 
likeneſs of their idols: 

49 And they brought the 
prieſtly ornaments, and the 
firſt-fruits and tithes, and ſtir- 
red up the Nazarites that had 
ſulhlled their days: 

50 And they cried with a 
loud voice toward heaven, 
ſaving: What ſhall we do 
with theſe, and whither ſhall 
we carry them ? 

51 For thy holies are trod- 
en down, and are profaned, 
and thy prieſts are in mourn- 
ing, and are brought low. 

52 And behold the nations 
are come together againſt us 
to deſtroy us: thou knoweſt 
what they intend againſt us. 

3 How ſhall we be able 
to ſtand before their face, un- 
leſs thou O God help us? 

"54 Then they ſounded with 

| trumpets, 
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trumpets, and cried out with 
a loud voice. 

55 And after this Judas 
appointed captains over the 
people, over thouſands, and 
over hundreds, and over fit- 
ties, and over tens. 

56 And he faid to them 
that were building houſes, or 
had betrothed wives, or were 
lanting vineyards, or were 
earful, that they ſhould re- 
turn every man to his houſe, 
according to the law. 

57 80 they removed the 
camp, and pitched on the 
buch ſide of Emmaus. 

58 And Judas ſaid: Gird 
yourſelves, and be valiant men, 
and be ready againſt the morn- 
ing, that you may fight with 
theſe nations, that are aſſem- 
bled againſt us to deſtroy us 
and our ſanctuary. 

For it is better for us 
to die in battle, than to ſee 
the evils of our nation, and 
of the holies: 

60 Nevertheleſs as it ſhall 
be the will of God in heaven, 
ſo be it done. 


CHAP. IV. 
Judas routs the fing army: 
Gorgias flies * 4 him. 
Lyfias comes againſt him 
with a great army, but is 
A Judus cleanſes 
the temple, ſets up a new 
altar, and fortifies the ſanc- 
tuary. 
HEN Gorgias took 
five thouſand men, and 
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a thouſand of the beſt horſe- 
men: and they removed out 
of the camp by night, 

2 That they might come 
upon the camp of the Jews, 
and ſtrike them ſuddenly : and 
the men that were of the caſtle 
were their guides. 

3 And Judas heard of it, 
and roſe up, he and the vali- 
ant men, to attack the king's 
forces, that were in Emmaus, 

4 For as yet par! of the ar- 
my was diſperſed from the 
camp. 

5 And Gorgias came by 
night into the camp of Ju- 
das, and found no man, and 
he ſought them in the moun- 
tains: for he ſaid: theſe men 
flee f.om us. 

6 And when it was day, 
Judas ſhewed himſelf in the 
plain with three thouſand men 
only, whoneither had armour 
nor ſwords to their minds: 

7 And they ſaw the camp 
of the gentiles that it was 
ſtrong, and the men in breatt- 
plates, and the horſemenround 
about them, and thefe were 
trained up to war. 

8 And Judas faid to the 
men that were with him: 
Fear ye not their multitude, 
neither be ye afraid of their 
aſſault, 

9 Remember in what man- 


ner our fathers were faved in 


the Red ſea, when Pharao pur- 
ſued them with a great army. 

10 And now let us cry to 
heaven: and the Lord will 


4 have 
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have mercy on us, and will 
remember the covenant of our 
fathers, and will deſtroy this 
army before our face this 
day: 

11 And all nations ſhall 
know that there is one that 
receemeth and delivereth Iſ- 
rael. 

12 And the ſtrangers lift- 
ed up their eyes, and ſaw 
them coming againſt them. 

13 And they went out of 
the camp to battle, and they 
that were with Judas ſounded 
the trumpet. 

14 And they joined battle: 

and the gentiles were routed, 
and fled into the plain. 
15 But all the hindmoſt of 
them fell by the ſword, and 
they purſued them as far as 
Gezeron, and- even to the 
plains of Idumea, and of A- 
zotus, and of Jamnia: and“ 
there fell of them to the num- 
ber of three thouſand men. 

16 And Judas returned 
again with his army that fol- 
lowed him. 

17 And he faid to the 
people: Be not greedy of the 
ſpoils: for there is war be- 
fore us, 

18 And Gorgias and his 
army are near us in the moun- 
tain: but ſtand ye now a- 
gainſt our enemies, and over- 

throw them, and you ſhall 
take the ſpoils afterwards with 
ſafety. 

19 And as Judas was 
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part of them appeared looking 


forth from the mountain. 

20 And Gorgias ſaw that 
his men were put to flight, and 
that they had ſet fire to the 
camp: for the ſinoke that was 
ſeen declared what was done. 

21 And when they had 
ſeen this they were ſcized with 
great fear, ſeeing at the ſame 
time Judas and his army in 
the plain ready to fight. 

22 So they all fled away in- 
to the land of the ſtrangers: 

23 And Judas returned to 
take the ſpoils of the camp, 
and they got much gold, and 
ſilver, and blue ſilk, and pur- 
ple of the ſea, and great 
ric hes. 

24 And returning home 
they ſung a hymn, and bleſ- 
ſed God in heaven, becauſe 
he is good, becauſe his mer- 
cy endureth for ever. 

25 So Iſrael had a great de- 
liverance that day. 

26 And ſuch of the ſtran- 

ers as eſcaped, went and told 
2 all that had happened. 

27 And when he heard 
theſe things, he was amazed 
and diſcouraged: becauſe 
things had not ſucceeded in 
Ifrael according to his mind, 
and as the king had comman- 
ded. | 

28 So the year following 
Lyſias gathered togetherthree- 
ſcore thouſand choſen men, 
and five thouſand horſemen, 
that he might ſubdue them. 


ſpeaking theſe words, behold 


29 And they came into 
Judea 
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Tudea, and pitched their tents 
in Bethoron, and judas met 
them with ten thouſand men. 

zo And they ſaw that the 
army was ſtrong, and he pray- 
ed, and ſaid: Bleſſed art thou, 
O Saviour of Ifrael, who 
didft break the violence of 
the mighty by the hand of 
thy ſervant David, and didſt 
deliver up the camp of the 
ſtrangers into the hands of Jo- 
nathan the ſon of Saul, and 
of his armour-bearer. 

31 Shut up this army in 
the hands of thy people Iſrael, 
and let them be erer in 
their hoſt and their horſe- 
men. 

32 Strike them with fear, 
and cauſe the bolqneſs of their 
ſtrength to languiſh, and let 
them quake at their own de- 
ſtruction. 

3 Caſt them down with 
the {word of them that love 
thee: and let all that know 
thy name, praiſe thee with 
hymns. 

34 And they joined battle: 
and there fell of the army of 
Lyſias five thouſand men. 

35 And when Lyſias ſaw 
that his men were put to 
flight, and how bold the Jews 
were, and that they were rea- 
dy either to live, or to die 
manfully, he went to Anti- 
och, and choſe ſoldiers, that 
they might come again into 
Judea with greater numbers. 

36 Then Judas, and his 
brethren ſaid: Behold our e-

37 And all the army af- 
ſembled together, and they 
went up into mount Sion. 


tuary deſolate, and the al- 
tar. profaned, and the gates 
burnt, and ſhrubs growing up 
in the courts as in a forrelf, or 
on the mountains, and the 
chambers joining to the tem- 
ple thrown down. 

39 And they rent their 
garments, and made great la- 
mentation, and put aſhes on 
their heads: 

40 And they fell down to 
the ground on their faces, 
and they ſounded with the 
trumpets of alarm, and they 
cried towards heaven. 

41 Then Judas appointed 
men to hght againſt them that 
were in the caſtle, till they 
had cleanſed the holy pla- 
"_ | 
42 And he choſe prieſt; 
without blemiſh, whoſe will 
was ſet upon the law of God : 

43 And they cleanſed the 
holy places, and took away 
the ſtones that had been de- 
filed into an unclean place. 

44 And he conſidered a- 
bout the altar of holocauſts, 
that had been profaned, what 
he ſhould do with it. 

45 Anda good counſel came 
into their minds, to pull it 
down: left it ſhould be a re- 
| proach to them, becauſe” the 


38 And they ſaw the ſanc- 


gentiles 
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gentiles had defiled it, ſo they 
threw it down. 

6 And they laid up the 
ſtones in the mountain of the 
temple in a convenient place, 
till there ſhould come a pro- 
phet, and give anſwer con- 
cerning them. 

47 Then they took whole 
ſtones according to the law, 
and built a new altar accord- 
ing to the former: 

43 And they built up the 
holy places, and the things 
that were within the temple: 


” 
and they ſanctined the tem- 


ple, and the courts. 

49 And they made new 
holy veſſels, and brought in 
the candleſtick, and the altar 
of incenſe, ard the table into 
the temple. 

50 And they put incenſe 
vpon the altar, and lighted 
up the laups, that were upon 
the candleſtick, and they gave 
light in the temple. 

51 And they ſet the loaves 
upon the table, and hung up 
the vails, and finiſhed all the 
works, that they had begun to 
make. 


52 And they aroſe before 
the morning on the five and. 


twentieth day of the ninth 
month (which is the month of 
Caſicu) in the hundred and 
forty eighth year: 

3 And they offered ſa- 
crikce according to the law 
upon the new altar of holo- 
cauſts, which they had made. 

54 According to the'tune, 


| 
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and according to the day, 
wherein the heathens had de- 
filed it, in the ſame was it de- 
dicated a- new with canticles, 
and harps, and lutes, and 
cymbals. 

55 And all the people fell 
upon their faces, and adored 
and bleſſed up to heaven, him 
that had proſpered them. 

56 And they kept the de- 
dication of the altar eight days, 
and they offered holocauſts 
with joy, and facrifices of ſal- 
vation, and of praiſe. 

57 And they adorned the 
front of the temple with 
crowns of gold, and eſcutche- 
ons, and they renewed the 
gates, and the chambers, and 
hanged doors upon them. 

58 And there was exceed- 
ing great joy among the peo- 
ple, and the reproach of the 
gentiles was turned away. 

59 And Judas, and his 
brethren, and all the church 
of Ifrael decreed, that the 
day of the dedication of the 


altar ſhould be kept in its ſea- 


ſon from year to year for eight 
days, from the five and twen- 
tieth day of the month of Ca- 
ſleu, with joy and gladneſs. 
Go "They built up allo at 
that time mount Sion, with 
high walls, and ſtrong towers 
round about, leſt the gen- 
tiles ſhould at any time come, 


and tread it down as they did 


before, 


61 And he placed a garri- 


ſon there, to keep it, and he 


fortified 
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that the people might have a 
defence againſt Idumea. 


CHAT, -F: 


Judas and bis brethren at- 
tack the enemies of their 
country, and deliver them 
that were diſtreſſed. Jo- 
ſepbus and Azarias attempt- 
ing contrary to order to fight 
againſt their enemies are 


defeated. 


OW it came to paſs, 

when thenations round 
about heard that the altar, 
and the ſanctuaty were built 
up as before, that they were 
exceeding angry : 

2 And they thought to de- 
ſtroy the generation of Jacob, 
that were among them, and 
they began to kill ſome of 
the people, and to perſecute 
them. 

3 Then Judas fought a- 
gainft the children of Eſau in 
Idumea, and them that were 
in Acrabathane: becauſe they 
beſet the Iſtaelites round a- 
bout, and he made a yreat 
laughter of them. 

4 And he remembered the 
malice of the children of 
Bean: who were a ſnare and 
a {tumbling block to the pea- 
ple, by lying in wait for them 
in the way. 

5 And they were ſhut-up 
by him in towers, and he ſet 
upon them, and devoted them 
to utter deſtruction, and burnt. 
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their towers with fire, and 
all that were in them. 

6 Then he paſſed over to 
the children of Ammon, where 
he found a mighty power, and 
much people, and Timothe- 
us was their captain : 

7 And he fought many 
batties with them, and they 
were diſcomfited in their ſight, 
and he ſmote them: 

8 And he took the city of 
Gaxer and her towns, and re- 
turned into Judea. 

9 And the gentiles that 
were in Galaad, affembled 
themſelves together againit 
the Iſraelites, that were in 
their quarters to deſtroy them: 
and they fled into the forteſs 
of Datheman. 

10 And they ſent letters 
to Judas, and his brethren, 
ſaving: The beathens that 
are round about are gather- 
ed together againſt us, to de- 
{troy us: 

11 And they are preparing 
to come, and to take the for- 
treſs into which we are fled: 
and Timotheus is the. captain 
of their hoſt, 

12 Now therefore come, 
and deliver us out of their 
hands, for many of us are 
lain. 

13 And all our brethren, 
that were in the places of 
'Tubin, are killed: and they 
have carried away their wives, 
and their children, captives, 
and taken their ſpoils, and 


they 
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they have ſlain there almoſt a 
thouſand men. 

14 And while they were 
yet reading theſe letters, be- 
hold there came other meſ- 
ſengers out of Galilee with 
their garments rent, who relat- 


ed according to theſe words: 


15 Saying, that they of 


Ptolemais, and of Tyre, and 


of Sidon, were aſſembled a- 
gainſt them, and all Galilee 
is filled with ſtrangers, in or- 
der to conſume us. 

16 Now when Judas and 
the people heard theſe words, 
a great aſſembly met toge- 
ther to conſider what they 


ſhould do for their brethren, 


that were in trouble, and were 
Maulted by them. | 

17 And Judas faid to Si- 
mon his brother: Chooſe thee 
men, and go, and deliver th 
brethren in Galilee: and I, 
and my brother Jonathan will 
go into the country of Ga- 
laad. 

18 And he left Joſeph the 
ſon of Zacharias, and Aza- 
rias captains of the people 
with the remnant of the army 
in judea te keep it: 

19 And he commanded 
them, ſaying: Take ye the 
charge of this people: but 
make no war againſt the hea- 
thens, till we return. 

20 Now three thouſand 
men were allotted to Simon, 


to go into Galilee: and eight 


thouſand to Judas to go into 
the land of Galaad. 
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21 And Simon went into 
Galilee, and foiight many bat- 
tles with the heathens: and 
the heathens were diſcomfited 
before his face, and he purſu- 
ed them even to the gate of 
Ptolemais. 

22 And there fell of the 
heathens almoſt three thou- 
ſand men, and he took the 
ſpoils of them, 

23 And he took with him 
them that were in Galilee and 
in Arbatis with their wives, 
and children, and all that 
they had, and he brought 
them into Judea with great 
joy. 
2 and Judas Machabeus, 
and Jonathan his brother paſ- 
ſed over the Jordan, and went 
three days — through 
the deſart. 

25 And the Nabutheans 
met them, and received them 
in a ceable manner, and 
told them all that had happen- 
ed to their brethren in the 
land of Galaad. 

26 And that many of them 
were ſhut up in Baraſa, and 
in Boſor, and in Alima, and 
in Caſphor, and in Mageth, 
and in Carnaim, all theſe are 
ſtrong and great cities. 

27 Vea and that they were 
kept ſhut up ia the reſt of the 
cities of Galaad, and that they 
had appointed to bring their 
army on the morrow near to 
theſe cities, and to take them, 


— to deſtroy them all in one 


day. 
28 Then 


28 Then Judas and his ar- 
my ſuddenly turned their 
march into No deſart to Bo- 
ſor, and took the city: and 
he ſlew every male by the 


all their ſpoils, and burnt it 
with fire. 

29 And they removed from 
thence by night, and went 
till they came to the fortreſs. 
30 And it came to paſs 
that early in the morning, 
when they lifted up theireyes, 
behold there were people with- 
out number, carrying ladders 
and engines to take the for- 
treſs, and aſſault them. 

31 And Judas ſaw that the 
ght was begun, and the cry 
of the battle went up to hea- 
ven like a trumpet, and a great 
cry out of the city : 

32 And he ſaid to his hoſt : 
Fight ye to day for your 
brethren. 

33 And he went in three 
companies behind them, and 
they ſounded their trumpets, 
and cried with prayer. 

34 And the hoſt of Timo- 
theus underſtood that it was 
Machabeus, and they fled a- 
way before his face: and they 
made a great ſlaughter of 
them: and there fell of them 
in that day almoſt eight thou- 
ſand men. 

35 And Judas turned aſide 
to Maſpha, and aſſaulted, and 
took it, and he flew every male 
thereof, and took the ſpoils 
thereof, and burnt it with fire.

36 From thence he march 
ed, and took Caſbon, and 
Mageth, and Boſor, and the 
reſt of the cities of Galaad. 

37 But after this Timo- 
theus gathered another army, 
and camped over-againſt Ra- 
phon beyond the torrent. 

38 And Judas ſent men to 
view the army: and they 
brought him word, faying : 


All the nations, that are round 


about us, are aſſembled unto 
him, an army exceeding 
great: 

39 And they have hired 
the Arabians to help them, 
and they have pitched their 
tents beyond the torrent, rea- 
dy to come to fight againſt 


| thee. And Judas went to 


meet them. 

40 And Timotheus ſaid to 
the captains of his army: 
When ſudas and his army, 
come near the torrent of wa- 
ter, if he paſs over unto us 
firſt, we ſhall not be able to 
withſtand him: for he will 
certainly prevail over us. 

41 But if he be afraid to 
paſs over, and camp on the 
other ſide of the river, we 
will paſs over to them, and 
we ſhall prevail againſt him. 

42 Now when Judas came 
near the torrent of water, he 
ſet the ſcribes of the people 
by the torrent, and command- 
ed them, ſaying: Suffer no 
man to ſtay behind! but let 
all come to the battle. 

43 And he paſſed over to 
| them 
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them firſt, and all the people 
after him, and all the hea- 
thens were diſcomfited before 
them, and they threw away 
their weapons, and fled to 
the temple, that was in Car- 
- Nan. ; 

44 And he took that city, 
and the temple he burnt with 
fire, with all things that were 
therem: and Carnaim was 
ſubdued, and could not ſtand 

inft the face of Judas) 

45 Ard Judas gathered to- 
gether all the liraclites, that 
were 1n the land of Galaad, 
from the leaſt even to the 
greateit, and their wives, and 
children, and an army ex- 
ceeding great, to come into 
the land of Juda. 

46 And they came as far 
as Ephron: now this was a 

eat city ſituate in the way, 
ſtrongly fortified, and there 
was no means to turn from it 
on the right hand or on the 
left, but the way was through 
the inidſt of it. 

47 And they that were in 


the city, ſhut themſelves in, | 


and ftopped up the gates with 
ſtones : and Jucas ſent to them 
with peaceable words, 

43 Saying: 
through your land, to go in- 
to our own country: and no 
man ſhall hurt you: we will 
only pals through on foot. 
But they would not open 
1 them | 

49 Then ſudas command- 
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Let us paſs | 


the camp, that they ſhould 
make an aſſault every man in 
the place where he was. 

co And the men of the 
army drew near, and he aſ- 
faulted that city all the day, 
and all the night, and the ci- 
ty was delivered into his 
hands : 

51 And they flew every 
male with the edge of the 
ſword, and he refed the city, 
and took the ſpoils thereof, 
and paſſedthrough all the city 
over them that were ſlain. 

52 Then they pafled over 
the Jordan to the great plain 
that is over aginſt Bethſan. 

53 And Judas gathered to 
gether the hindmoſt, and he 
exhorted the people all the 
way through, till they came 


54 And they went up to 
mount Sion with joy, and 
gladneſs, and offered holo- 
cauſts, becanſe not one of 
them was flain, till they had 
returned in peace. 

55 Now in the days, that 
Judas and Jonathan were in 
the land of Galaad, and Si- 
mon his brother in Galilee 
before Ptolemais, 

56 Joſeph the ſon of Za- 
charias, and Azarias cap- 
tain of the ſoldiers, heard of 
the good ſucceſs, and the bat 
tles that were fought, 

57 And he ſaid: Let us 
alſo get us a name, and let 
us go fight againſt the gen- 


ed proclamation to be made in 


tiles that are round about us. 
58 And 
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58 And he gave charge to 
them that were in his army, 
and they went towards Jam- 
nia 


men went out of the city, to 
give them battle. 

60 And Joſeph and Aza- 
rias were put to flight and 
were purſued unto the bor- 
ders I Judea: and there fell, 
on that day, of the people of 
lirael about two thouſand 
men, and there was a great 
overthrow of the people: 

61 Becauſe they did not 
hearken to Judas, and his 
brethren, thinking that they 
ould do manfully. 

62 But they were not of 
the ſeed of thoſe men by 
whom falvation was brought 
to Iſrael. | 

63 And the men of Juda 
were magnified exceedingly in 
the ſight of all Iſrael, and of 
all the nations where their 
name was heard. 

64 And people aſſembled 
to them, with joyful accla- 
mations. | 

65 Then Judas, and his 
brethren went fourth, and at- 
tacked the children of Eſau, 
in the land toward the ſouth, 
and he took Chebron, and 
her towns: and he burnt the 
walls thereof and the towers 
all round it. 

66 And he removed his 
camp to go into the land of 
the aliens, and he went 
through 2amaria. 


50 And Gorgias and his 


67 In that day ſome prieſts 
fell in battle, while deſiring 
to do manfully, they went 
out unadviſedly to fight. 

68 And Judas turned- to 
Azotus into the land of the 
ſtrangers, and he threw down 
their altars, and he burnt the 
ſtatues of their gods with 
fire: and he took the ſpoils 
of the cities, and returned in- 
to the land of Juda. 


CCH AP. VI. 


The fruitleſs repentance and 
death of Antiochus. His 
Jon comes againſt Judas 
with a formidable army. 
He beſieges Sion: but at 
laft makes peace with the 


Tews., 


N O W king Antiochus 
N was going through the 


higher countries, and he heard 
that the city of Elymais in 
Perſia was greatly renowned, 
and abounding in ſilver and 
gold, 

2 And that there was in 
it a temple exceeding rich : 
and coverings of gold, and 
breaſt: - plates, and ſhields, 
| which king Alexander ſon of 

Philip the Macedonian that 
reigned firſt in Greece, had 
lett there. 

3 So he came, and ſought 
to take the city, and to pil- 
lage it: but he was not able, 
becauſe the deſign was known 
to them that were 1a the city. 
4 And they role up againſt 


him in battle. and he fled a- 
way 
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way from thence, and de- 
parted with great ſadneſs, and 
returned towards Babylonia. 

5 And whilſt he was in 
Perſia, there came one that 
told him, how the armies that 
were in the land of Juda, 
were put to flight: | 

6 And that Lyſias went 
with a very um power, and 
was put ro flight before the 
face of the Jews, and that 
they were grown ſtrong by 
the armour, and power, and 
ſtore of ſpoils, which they 
had gotten out of the camps, 
which they had deſtroyed : 

7 And that they had thrown 
down the abomination which 
he had ſet up upon the altar 
in Jeruſalem, and that they 
had compaſſed about the ſanc- 
tuary with high walls as be- 
fore, and Bethſura alſo his 
city. . 

8 And it came to paſs 
when the king heard theſe 
words, that he was ſtruck 
with fear, and exceedingly 
moved: and he laid himſelf 


fick for grief, becauſe” it had 
not fallen out to him as he 
imagined. ERS 
9 And he remained there 
many days: for great grief 
came more and more upon 
him, and he made account 
that he ſhould die. 
10 And he called for all 
his friends. and ſaid to them: 
Sleep is gone from my eyes, 


down upon his bed, and fell ut 
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and I am fallen away, and my 
heart is caſt down for anxiety : 

11 And I ſaid in my heart: 
Into what tribulation am J 
come, and into what floods 
of ſorrow, wherein now I 
am: I that was pleaſant and 
beloved in my power. 

12 But now I remember 
the evils, that I did in Jeru- 
ſalem, from whence alſo I 
took away all the ſpoils of 
gold, and of ſilver, that were 
in it, and I fent to deſtroy 
the inhabitants of Juda with- 
out cauſe. 

13 J know therefore that 
for this cauſe theſe evils have 
found me: and behold I pe- 
riſh with great prief in a 
ſtrange land. 

14 Then he called Philip, 
one of his friends, and he 
made him regent over all his 
kingdom. 

15 And he gave him the 
crown, and his robe, and his 
ring, that he ſhould go to An- 
tiochus his fon, and ſhould 
bring him up for the king- 


16 So king Antiochus died 
there in the year one hundred 
and forty nine. | 
17 And Lyſfias underſtood 
that the king was dead, and 
he ſet up Antiochus his fon to 
reign, whom he had brought 
up young: and he called bis 
name Eupator. 

18 Now they that were 
in the caſtle, had ſhut up the 
| Ĩſftaclites 
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ly places: and they were con- 
tinually ſeeking their hurt, and 
to ſtrengthen the gentiles. 

19 And Judas purpoſed to 
deſtroy them: and he called 
together all the people, to be- 
ſiege them. 

20 And they came toge- 
ther, and beſieged them in the 
year one hundred and fifty, 
and they made engines for 
ſhot and other engines. 

21 And ſome of the be- 
ſieged got out: and ſome wick- 
ed men of Iſrael joined them- 
ſel ves unto them, 

22 And they went to the 
king, and ſaid: Haw long 
doſt thou delay to execute 
judgment, and to revenge our 
brethren ? 

23 We determined to ſerve 
thy father, and to do accord- 
ing to his orders, and obey 
his edicts : 

24 And for this they of 
our nation are alienated from 
us, and have ſlain as many of 
us as they could find, and 
have ſpoiled our inheritances. 

25 Neither have they put 
forth their hand againſt us 
only, but alſo againſt all our 
borders. | 

26 And behold they have 
approached this day ta, the 
caſtle of Jeruſalem to take it, 
and they have fortified the 
ſtrong-hold of Bethſura: 

27 And unleſs thou ſpeedi- 
vi prevent them, they will 

o greater things than theſe, 
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and thou ſhalt not be able to 
ſubdue them. 

28 Now when the king 
heard this, he was angry: and 
he called together all his 
friends, and the captains of 
his army, and them that were 
over the horſemen. 

29 There came alſo to him 
from other realms, and from 


the itlands of the ſea hired 


troops. 

30 And the number of his 
army was a hundred thouſand 
footmen, and twenty thou- 
ſand horſemen, and thirty 
two elephants, trained to bat- 
tle. 

31 And they went through 
Idumea, and approached to 
Bethſura, and fought gain 
it many days, and they made 
engines: but they fallied 
forth and burnt them with 
fire, and fought manfully. 

32 And Judas departed 
from the caſtle, and removed 
the camp to Bethzacharam, 
over-againſt the king's camp. 

33 And the king roſe be- 
fore it was light, and made 
his troops march on fiercely 
towards the way of Bethza- 
charam : and the armies made 
themſelves ready for the bat- 
tle, and they ſounded the 
trumpets: | 

4 And they ſhewed the 
elephants the blood of grapes, 


| and mulberries, to provoke 


them to fight. 
they diſtributed 


35 And 
the beaſts by the legions : and 


| there 
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there ſtood by every elephant 
a thouſand men in coats of 
mail, and with helmets of 
braſs on their heads: and five 


hundred horſemen ſet in order 


were choſen for every beaſt. 
26 Theſe were ready for 
every occaſion whereſover the 
beaſt was: and whitherſoever 
it went, they went, and they 
departed not from it. 
37 And upon the beaſts 
were ſtrong wooden 
towers which cavered every 
one of them: and engines up- 
on them, and upon every one 


thirty two valiant men, who 


ſought from above: and an 
Indian to rule the beaſt. 

38 And the reſt of the 
horſemen he placed on this 
ſide and on that fide at the 
two wings, with trumpets to 
ſtir up the army, and to haſten 


them forward that ſtood thick 


together in the legions thereof. 

39 Now when the fun 

ſhone upon the ſhields of gold, 

and of braſs, the mountains 

littered therewith, and they 
like lamps of fire. 

40 And part of the oy 
army was diſtinguiſhed by the 
high mountains, and the other 
part by the low places: ard 
they marched on carefully and 
orderly. 

41 And all the inhabitants 
of the land were moved at 
the noiſe of their multitude, 
and the marching of the com- 
pany, and the rattling of the 
armour, for the army was ex- 
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ceeding great and ſtrong. 

42 And Judas, and his ar- 
my drew near for battle: and 
there fell of the king's army 
ſix hundred men. 

43 And Eleazar the ſon of 
Saura ſaw one of the beaſts 
harneſſed with the king's har- 
neſs: and it was higher than 
the other beaſts ; and it ſeem- 
ed to him that the king was 
on it. | 

44 And he expoſed himſelf 
to deliver hispeople, and to get 
himſelf an everlaſting name. 

45 And he ran up to it 
boldly in the midſt of the le- 

ion, killing on the right 

and, and on the left, and 
they fell by him on this fide 
and that ſide, 

46 And he went between 
the feet of the elephant, and 
put himſelf under it: and flew 


it, and it fell to the ground 


upon him, and he died there. 

47 Then they ſeeing the 
ſtrength of the king, and the 
ferceneſs of his army, turned 
away from them. 

48 But the king's army 
went up againſt them to je- 
ruſalem: and the king's ar- 
my pitched their tents againſt 
Judea and mount Sion. 

49 And he made 
with them that were in 


eace 
th- 


ſura : and they came forth out 

of the city, becauſe they had 

no victuals, being ſhut up 

there, for it was the year of 

reſt to the land. 

[£46 And the king took _ 
ura: 
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ſura : and he placed there a 
garriſon to keep it. 

51 And he turned his army 
againſt the ſanctuary for many 
days: and he ſet up there 
artillery, and engines and in- 
ſtruments to caſt hire, and en- 

ines to caſt ſtones and jave- 
line, and pieces to ſhoot arrows, 
and ſlings. | 

52 And they alſo made en- 
gines againſt their engines, and 
they fought for many days. 

53 But there were no vic- 
tuals in the city, becauſe it 
was the ſeventh year: and 
ſuch as had ſtaid in Judea of 
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for the affairs of the kingdom. 

58 Now therefore let us 
come. to an agreement with 
theſe men, and make peace 
with them, and with all their 
nation. 

59 And let us covenant 
with them, that they may 
live according to their own 
laws as before. For, becauſe 
of our deſpiſing their laws, 
they had been Fovoked, and 
have done all theſe things. 

60 And the propoſal was 
acceptable in the ſight of the 
king, and of the princes: and 
he ſent to them to make peace: 


them that came from among 


the nations, had eaten the | 


 refidue of all that which had 
been ſtored up. 

54 And there remained in 
the holy places but a few, for 
the famine had prevailed over 
them: and they were diſperſ- 
edevery man to his own place.

55 Now Lyſias heard that 


Philip, whom king Antigchus 
while he lived, had appointed 
to bring up his fon to be king, 

56 Was returned from Per- 
ſia, and Media, with the ar- 
my that went with him, and 
that he ſought to take upon 
kim the affairs of the kingdom: 

57 Wherefore he made 
haſte to go, and ſay to the 
king and to the captains of 
the army: We decay daily, 
and our proviſion of victuals is 
ſmall, and the place that we 
lay ſiege to is ſtrong, and it 


and they accepted of it, 


61 And the king and the 
princes ſwore to them: and 
they came out of the ſtrong- 
hold, | 

62 Then the king entered 
into mount Sion, and ſaw the 
ſtrength of the place: and he 
quickly broke tbe oath that 
he had taken, and gave com- 
mandment to throw down the 
wall round about. 

63 And he departed in baſte 
and returnedtoAntioch, where 
he found Philip maſter of the 
city: and he faught againſt 
him, and took the city.

N the hundred and fifty

in by Judas with all bis 


firſt year Demetrius the 
ſon 
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ſon of Seleucus departed from 
the city of Rome, and came 
P with few men into a city 
of the. ſea coaſt, and reigned 
there. 

2 And it came to paſs, as 
he entered into the houſe of 
the kingdom of his fathers, 
that the army feized upon An- 
tiochus, and Lyfia*, to bring 
them unto him, 

3 And wn he knew it, 
he faid : Let me not ſee their 
face. 

4 So the army ſlew them. 
And Demetrius fat upon the 
throne of his kingdom: 

5 And there came to him 
the wicked and ungodly inen 
of Iſrael: and Alcimus was at 
the head of them, who de- 
fired to be made high-prieſt. 

6 And they accuſed the 
people to the king, ſaying : 
Judas and his brethren have 
deſtroyed all thy friends, and 
he hath driven us out of our 
land. 

7 Now therefore ſend ſome 
man, whom thou truſteſt, and 
let him go, and ſee all the 
havock he hath made amon 
us, and in the — 1 lands: 
and let him puniſh all his 
friends and their helpers. 

8 Then the king choſe 
Bacchides one of his friends 
that ruled 
river in the kingdom, and was 
faithſul to the king: and he 
ſent him, ä 

9 To ſee the havock that 


Judas had made: and the. 
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wicked Alcimus hemade high- 
prieſt, and commanded him to 
take revenge upon the chil- 


ond the great

dren of Iſrael. 


came with a preat army into 
the land of Juda: and they 
ſent meſſengers, and ſpoke to 
Judas and his brethren with 
peaceable words deceitfully. 

11 But they gave no heed 
to their words: for they ſaw 
that they were come with a 
great army. © 


12 Then there aſſembled 


to Alcimus and Racchides a 
company of the ſcribes to re- 
quire things that are juſt: 

13 And frft, the Aſſideans 
that were among the children 
of Iſrael, and they ſought 
peace of them. 

14 For they ſaid : One 
that is a prieſt of the ſeed of 
Aaron is come, he will not de- 
ceive us. 

15 And he ſpoke to them 
peaceably : and he ſwore to 
them, ſaying: We will do you 
no harm, nor your friends. 

16 And they believed him. 


gſt And he took threeſcore of 


them, and flew them in one 
day, according to the word 
that is written: 

17 The fleſh of thy ſaints, 
and the blood of them they 
have ſhed round about Jeruſa- 
lem, and there was none to 
bury them. 

18 Then fear and trembling 
fell —_ all the people : for 


they

10 And they aroſe, and 


„„ 
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nor, juſtice among them: for 
they have broken the cove- 
nant, and the oath which they 
made. 

19 And Bachides removed 
the camp from [eruſalem, 
and pitched in Bethzecha: 
and he ſent, and took many 
of them that were fled awa 
from him, and ſome of the 
poeple he killed, and threw 
them into a great pit. 

20 Then he commited the 
country to Alcimus, and left 
with him troops to help him. 
So Bacchides went away to the 
king: 

21 But alcimus did what 
he could to maintain his chief 
prieſthood. 

22 And they that diſturbed 
the people reſorted to him, 
and they got the land of Juda 
into their power, and did 
much hurt in Iſrael. 

23 And Judas ſaw all the 
evils that Alcimus, and they 
that were with him, did to the 
children of Iſrael, much more 
than the gentiles. 

24 And he went out into all 
the coaſts of judea round 
about, and took vengeance u 
on the men that had revolted, 
and they ceaſed to go forth 
any more into the country. 

25 And alcimus ſaw that 
Judas, and they that were 
with him prevailed: and he 
knew that he could not ſtand 
againſt them, and he went 
back to the king, and accuſed 
them of many crimes. 


26 And the king ſent Nica- 
nor one of his principal lords, 
who was a great enemy to Iſ- 
rae]: and he commanded him 
to deſtroy the people. 

27 And Nicanor came to 
Jeruſalem with a great army, 
and he ſent to Judas and to 


his brethren deceitfully with 


friendly words. 

28 Saying: Let there be 
no fighting between me and 
you : I will come with a few 
men, to ſee your faces with 
peace: 

29 And he came to Judas, 
and they ſaluted one another 
peaceably: and the enemies 
were prepared to take away 
Judas by farce. bs 

30 And the thing was known 


to Judas that he was come 


to him with deceit: and he 
was much afraid of him, and 
would not fee his face any 
more. | 

31 And Nicanor knew that 
his counſel was diſcovered: 
and he went out to fight againſt 
Judas near Capharſalama. 

32 And there fell of Nica- 
nor's army almoſt five thou- 
ſand men, and they fled into 
the city of David. 

33 And after this Nica- 
nor went up into mount Sion: 
and ſome of the prieſts, and 
the people came out to Salute 
him peaceably, and to ſhew 
him the holocauſts, that were 
offered for the king. 

34 But he mocked and 


deſpiſed them, and abuſed 
jak them: 
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them: and he ſpoke proudly, 
35 And ſwore in anger, ſay- 
ing: Unleſs Judas and his ar- 
my be delivered into my 
hands, as ſoon as ever I re- 
turn in peace, I will burn 
this houſe. And he went out 
in a great rage: 

36 And the prieſts went 
in, and ſtood before the face 
of the altar and the temple : 
and weeping they faid: 
37 Thou, O Lord, haſt cho- 
ſen this houſe for thy name 
to be called upon therein, that 
it-might be a houſe of prayer, 
and ſupplication for thy people. 
38 Be avenged of this man, 
and his army, and let them 
fall by the ſword: remember 
their blaſphemies, and ſuffer 
them not to continue any long- 

er. 

39 Then Nicanor went out 
from Jeruſalem, and encamp- 
ed near to Bethoron: and an 
army of Syria joined him. 

40 But Judas pitched in 
Adarſa with three thouſand 
men; and Judas prayed,and faid: 

41 O Lord, when they that 
were ſent by king Sennacherib 
blaſphemed thee, an Angel 
went out, and flew of them a 
hundred and eighty five thou- 
ſaud: 


42 Even ſo deſtroy this 
army in our ſight to day, and 
let the reſt 2 — — 5 
ſpoken ill againſt thy ſanctua- 
ry: and 7 thou him ac- 
cording to his wickedneſs. 

43 And the armies 1 — 
ed. battle on the thirteenth day 


of the month Adar: and the 
army of Nicanor was defeated, 
and he himſelf was firſt lain 
in the battle. 

44 And when his army 
ſaw that Nicanor was lain, 
they threw away their wea- 
pons, and fled: 

45 And they purſued af- 
ter them one Cay's journey 
from Adazer, even till ye 
come to Gazara, and they 
ſounded the trumpets after 
them with ſignals. 

46 And they went forth 
out of all the towns of Judea 
round about, and they puſhed 


them with the horns, and they 
turned again to them, and 


they were all ſlain with the 
(word, and there was not left 


of them ſo much as one. 


47 And they took the 
ſpoils of them for a booty: 
and they cut off Nicanor's 
headand his right hand, which 
he had proudly ſtretched out, 
and they brought it, and hung 
it up over- againſt Jeruſalem. 

48 And the people re- 
joiced exceedingly, and they 
ſpent that day with great joy. 

49 And he ordained that 
this day ſhould be kept every 
year, being the thirteenth of 
the month of Adar. 

50 And the land of Juda 
was quiet for a ſhort time. 

C HAP. VIII. 
Judas 3 the great cha- 
racter of the Romans: He 
makes; a: league with them. 
OW Judas heard of 
N the ſame of the Ro- 
man's, 


er. ox ans dS ai a 
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mans, that they are power- 
ful and ſtrong, and willingly 
agree to all things that are re- 
queſted of them: and that 
whoſoever have come to them, 
they have. made amity with 
them, and that they are migh- 
ty in power, 

2 And (a) they heard of their 
battles, and their noble acts, 
which they had done in Ga- 
latia, how they had conquered 
them, and brought them un- 
der tribute. 

3 And how greatthings they 
had done in the land of Spain, 
and that they had brought 
under their power the mines of 
filver and of gold, that are 
there, and had gotten poſſeſ- 
ſion of all the — by their 
counſel and patience: 

4 And had conquered, pla- 
ces that were very far off 
from them, and kings that 
came againſt them from the 
ends of the earth, and had 
overthrown them with great 
ſlaughter: and the reſt pay 
them tribute every year. 

5 And that they had de- 
feated in battle Philip and Per- 
ſes the king of the (4) Ceteans, 
and the reſt that had borne 
arms againſt them, and had 
conquered them: 


6 And how Antiochus the 
great king of Aſia, who went 
to fight againſt them, hay- 
ing a hundred and twenty ele- 
phants, with horſemen, and 
Chariots, and a very great ar- 
my, was routed by them: 

7 And how they took him 
alive, and appointed to him, 
that both he and they that 
ſhould reign after him, ſhould 
pay a great tribute, and that 
he ſhould give hoſtages, and 
that which, was agreed upon, 

8 And the country of abs 
Indians, and of the Medes, 
and of the Lydians, ſome of 
their beſt provinces: and thoſe 
which they had taken from 
them, they gave to king (c) 
Eumenes. 

9 And that they who were 
in Greece, had a mind to go 
and to deſtroy them; and they 
had knowledge thereof, 

10 And they ſent a gene- 
ral againſt them, and fought 
with them, and many of them 
were lain, and they carried 
away their, wives, and their 
children captives, and ſpoiled 
them, and took poſſeſſion of 
their- land, and threw down 
their walls, and brought them 
to be their ſervants unto this 


day.

12 But with their friends, 
and ſuch as relied upon them, 
they kept amity, and had 
conquered kingdoms. that 
were near, and that were 
far off: for all that heard 
their name, were afraid of 
them. 

13 That whom they had 
a mind to help to a king- 
dom, thoſe reigned: and 
whom they would, they de- 
poſed from the kingdom : 
and they were greatly ex- 
alted. | 

14 And none of all theſe 
wore a crown, or was cloth- 


ed in purple, to be magnihed | 


thereby. 

15 And that they had 
made themſelves a ſenate- 
houſe, and conſulted daily 
three hundered and twenty 
men; that ſat in counſel al- 
ways for the people, that 


they might do the things. 


that were right : 
16 And that they com- 
mitted their government 


| (4) to one man every year, 


| of bra 
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to rule over all their coun- 
try, and they all obey one, 
and there is (e) no en- 
vy, nor jealouſy amongſt 
them. 

17 So Judas choſe Eu- 
polemus the ſon of John, 
the ſon of Jacob, and Jaſon 
the ſon of Eleazar, and he 
ſent them to Rome to make 
a league of amity and confe- 
deracy with them : 

18 And that they might 
take off from them the yoke 
of the Grecians, for they faw 
that they oppreſſed the king- 
dom of Iſrael with ſervi- 
tude. 8 

19 And they went to 
Rome, a very long Journey, 
and they entered into the 
ſenate-houſe, and ſaid: 

20 judas Machabeus, and 
his brethren, and the people 
of the Jews have ſent us to 
you to make alliance and 
peace with you, and that 
we may be regiſtered your 
confederates and friends, 

21 And the propoſal was 
pleaſing in their fight. 

22 And this is the copy of 
the writing that they wrote 
back again, graven in tables 

8, and ſent to Jeru

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falem, that it might be with 
them there for a memorial of 
the peace, ard alliance. 

23 Goop SUCCESS BE TO 
THE Romans, and to the 
people of the Jews by fea, 
and by land for ever: and 
far be the iword and enemy 
from them. 

24 But if there come firſt 
any war upon the Romans, or 
any of their conſederates, in 
all their donnintons : 

25 The nation of the Jews 
ſhall help them accorcing as 
the time ſhall direct, with all 
their heart : 

26 Neither ſhall they give 
them, whillt they are fight: 
ing, or furniſh thein with 
wheat, or arms, or money, 
or ſhips, as it hath ſeemed 
good to the Romans: and 
they ſhall obey their orders, 
without taking any thing of 
them. 

27 In like manner alſo if 
war ſhall come firſt upon the 
nation of the Jews, the Ro- 
mans ſhall help them with 
all their heart, according 
as the time ſhall permit 
them : 

28 And there ſhall not be 
given to them that come to 
their aid, either wheat, or 
arms, or morey, or ſhips, 
as it hath ſecmed good to 
the Romans: and they ſhall 


oblerve their orders without 
deccit.

30 And if after this one 
party or the other ſhall have a 
mind to add to theſe arti- 
cles, or take away any thing, 
they may do it at their plea- 
ſure: and whatſoever they 
ſhall add, or take away, ſhall 
be ratihed. 

31 Moreover concerning 
the evils that Demetrius the 
king hath done againſt them, 
we have written to him, 
taying: Why haſt thou made 
thy yoke heavy upon our 
friends, and allies, the Jews? 

32 It therefore they come 
again to us complaining of 
tnee, we will do them juſ- 
tice, and will make war a- 
gainit thee by ſea and land. 


CHAP. UL 


Bacchides is ſent again into 
Ju dea: Judas fights againfl 
him with 800 men and is 
flain Tonathan ſucceeds 
him, and revenges the mur- 
der of his brother John. 
He fights againſt Bacchides. 
Alcimus dies miſerably. 
Bacchides befieges Beth- 
befjen. Ile is forced to 
raiſe the ſiege and leave 
the country. 


N the mean time, when 
Demetrius heard that Ni- 
canor and his army were fal- 
len in battle, he ſent again

2 And they took the road 
that leadeth to Galgal, and 
they camped in Maſfaloth, 
which 1s in Arbella : and 
they made themſelves ma- 
ſters of it, and flew many 
people. 

3 In the firſt month of 
the hundred and fifty ſecond 
year they brought the army to 
Jeruſalem : | 

4 And they aroſe, and 
went to Berea with twenty 
thouſand men, and two thou- 
ſand horſemen. 

5 Now Judas had pitched 
his tents in Laiſa, and three 
thoutaud choſen men with 
kim : 

6 And they ſaw the mul- 
titude of the army that they 
were many, and they were 
ſeized with great fear: and 
many withdrew themſelves 
out of the camp, and there 
remained of them no more 
than eight hundred men. 

7 And Judas faw that his 
army ſlipt away, and the bat- 
tle preſſed upon him, and his 
heart was cait down: becauſe 
he had not time to gather 
them together, and he was 
diſcouraged. | 

8 Then he ſaid to them 
that remained: Let us ariſe, 
and go againſt our enemies, 
if ſo be we may be able to 
fight againſt them. * 
9 But they diſſuaded him, 
faying : We ſhall not be 
able, but let us ſave our 


lives now, and return to our 


by the left wing ſaw that 


brethren, and then we will 
fight againſt them: for we 
are but few. 

10 Then Judas ſaid: God 
forbid we ſhould do this 
thing, and flee away from 
them: but if our time be 
come, let us die maniully for 
our brethren, .and let us not 
ain our gloty. - 

11 And the army removed 
out of the camp, and they 
ſtood over-againtt them: and 
the horlet.cen were divided 
into two troops, and the 
fingers, and the archers went 
betore the army, and they 
that were in the front were 
all men ot valour. 

12 And Bacchides was in 
the right wing, and the le- 
gion drew near on two ſides, 
and they founded the trum- 

ts: 

13 And they alſo that 
were on ſudas's ſide, even 
they allo cried out, and the 
earth ſhook at the noiſe of 
the armies: and the battle 
was fought from morning even 
unto the evening. 

14 And Judas perceived 
that the ſtronger part of the 
army of Bacchides was on 
the right fide, and all the 
ſtout of heart came together 
with him : 

15 And the right wing 
was diicomhted by them, 
and he purſued them even to 
the mount Azotus. 

16 And they that were 


the 


he 
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eim, 
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the right wing was diſcomſit- 
ed, and they followed after 
Judas, and them that were 
with him, at their back: 

17 And the battle was 
hard fought, and there fell 
many wounded of the one ſide 
and of the other. 

18 And Judas was flain, 
and the reſt fled away. 

19 And Jonathan and Si- 
mon took Judas their brother, 
and buried him in the fepul- 
chre of their fathers in the 
city of Modin. 

20 And all the people of 
Iſrael bewailed him with great 
lamentation, and they mourn- 
ed for him many days, 

21 And faid: How is the 
mighty man fallen, that ſaved 
the people of Iſrael ! 

22 But the reſt of the 
words of the wars of Judas, 
and of the noble aQs that 
he did, and of his greatneſs, - 
are not written: for they were 
very many. . 

23 And it came to pals, 
after the death of Judas, that 
the wicked began to put 
forth their Fox - in all the 
coaſts of Iſrael, and all the 
workers of iniquity roſe up. 

24 In thoſe days there was 
a very gieat famine, and they 
and all their country yielded 
to Bacchides. 

25 And Bacchides choſe 
the wicked men, and made 
them lords of the country : 

26 And they fought out, 
and made diligent ſearch af- 
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brought them to Bacchides» 
and he took vengeance of 
them, and abuſed them. 

27 And there was great 
tribulation in Iſrael, the like 
whereof was not ſince the 
time that there was no pro- 
phet ſeen 1n Iſrael. 

28 And all the friends of 
Judas came together, and ſaid 
to Jonathan: 

29 Since thy brother Ju- 
das died, there is not a man 
like him, to go forth againſt 
our enemies, Baechides, and 
them that are the enemies of 
our nation. 

30 Now therefore we have 
choſen thee this day to be our 
prince, and captain in his ſtead, 
to fight our battles. 

31 So Jonathan took upon 
him the government at that 
time, and roſe up in the place 
of Judas his brother. ; 

32 And Bacchides had 
knowledge of it, and ſought to 
kill him. 

33 And Jonathan, and Si- 
mon his brother, knew ir, 
and all that were with them : 
and they fled into the deſart 
of Thecua, and they pitch- 
ed by the water of the lake 
Aſphar. 

34 And Bacchides under- 
ſtood it, and he came him- 
ſelf, with all his army over 
the Jordan on the ſabbath- 
day. 

35 And Jonathan ſent his 
brother a captain of the 
people, to Fay nn the Nabu- 
theans his friends, that they 
I would 
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would lend them their equi- 
page, which was copious. 

36 And the children of 
fambri came forth out of 
Madaba, and took John, and 
all that he had, and went 
away with them. 

37 After this, it was told 
Jonathan, and Simon his bro- 
ther, that the children of 
Jambri made a great mar- 
riage, and were bringing the 
bride out of Madaba, the 
daughter of one of the great 
princes of Chanaan with great 

mp. 

38 And they remembered 
the blood of John their bro- 
ther : and they went up, and 
hid themſelves under the co- 
vert of the mountain. 

39 And they lifted up 
their eyes, and ſaw: and be- 
hold a tumult, and great pre- 
paration : and the bridegroom 
eame forth, and his triends, 
and his brethren to- meet 
them with timbrels, and mu- 
ſical inſtruments, and many 
weapons. | | 

40 And they roſe up againſt 
them from the place where 
they lay in ambuſh, and flew 
them, and there fell many 
_ wourded, and the reſt fled 
into the mountains, and they 
took all their ſpoils: 

41 And the marriage was 
turned into mourning, aud the 
noiſe of their muſical inſtru- 
ments into lamentation. 

42 And they took revenge 


for the blood of their brother: | 
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and they returned to the bank 
ot the Jordan. 

43 And Bacchides heard 
it, and he came on the ſab- 
bath-day even to the bank 
of the Jordan with a great 
power. | 

44 And Jonathan ſaid to 
his company : Let us ariſe, 
and fight againſt our ene- 
mies: for it is not now as 
yeſterday, and the day be- 
tore. 

45 For behold the battle 
is before us, and the water 
of the Jordan on this fide and 


on that ſide, and banks, and 


marthes, and woods: and 
there is no place for us to 
turn aſide. 

45 Now therefore cry ye 
to heaven, that ye may be 
delivered from the hand oft 
your enemies. And they 
joined battle. 

47 And Jonathan ſtretch- 
ed torth his hand to ſtrike 
Bacchides, but he turned a- 
way tom him backwards. 

48 Aad Jonathan, and 
they that were with him 
leapt into the Jordan, and 
ſwam over the Jordan to 
them: 

49 And there fell of Bac- 
chides's fide that day a thou- 
ſand men: and they returned 
to Jeruſalem, 

50 And they built — 
cities in Judea, the fortreſs 
that was in Jericho, and 1n 
Ammaus, and in Bethoron, 
and in Bethel, and 'Tham- 

nata 
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nata, and Phara, and Thopo, 
with high walls, and gates, 
and bars. 

51 And he placed garri- 
ſons in them, that they nuzht 
wage war againſt Iſrael: 

52 And he fortified the 
city of Bethſura, and Gazara, 
and the caſtle, and ſet garr1- 
ſons in them, and proviſions of 
victuals : 27 

53 And he took the ſons 
of the chief men of the coun- 
try for hoſtages, and put them 
in the caſtle in Jeruſalem un- 
der ward. 

54 Now in the year one 
hundred and fifty three, the 
ſecond month, Alcimus com- 
manded the walls cf the in- 
ner court of the ſanctuary to 
be thrown down, and the 
works of the prophets to be 
deſt oyed: and he began to 
deſtroy. 

55 At that time Alcimus 
was ſtruck: and his works 
were hindered, and his mouth 
was ſtopped, and he was ta- 
ken with a palſy, ſo that he 
could no more ſpeak a word, 
nor give order concerning his 
houſe. | 

56 And Alcimus died at 


that time in great torment. 


57 And Bacchides ſaw that | 
Alcimus was dead: and he 


returned to the king, and the 
land was quiet for two years. | 
53 And all the wicked held 
a council, aying: Behold ſo- 
nathan, and they that are 
with him, dwell at eaſe and 
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without fear: now there ore 
let us bring Bacchides hither, 
and he ſhall take them all in 
one night. 5 

59 So they went, and gave 
him is counſel. 

60 And he aroſe to come 
with a great army : and he ſent 
ſecretly letters to his adherents 
that were in Judea, to ſeize 
upon Jonathan, and them 
that were with hi: but they 
could not, for their deſign vas 
known to them. 

61 And he apprehended of 
the men of the country, that 
were the principal authors of 
the miſchief, tity men, and 
he ſlew them.

62 And Jonathan, and Si- 


fought againſt it many days,

67 But Simon and they 
that were with him, ſallied 
out of the city, and burnt the 
engines, 

68 And they fought againſt 
Bacchides, and he was diſ- 
comhted by them: and they 
afflited him exceedingly, for 
his counſel, and his enterprize 
was in vain. 

6g And he was engry with 
the wicked men that had given 
him counſel to come into their 
country, and he ſlew many of 
them: and he purpoſed to re- 
turn with the ieſt into their 
country. 

70 And Jonathan had 
knowledge of it, and he ſent 
ambaſſadors to him to make 
peace with him, and to reſtore 
to him the priſoners. 

71 And he accepted it wil- 
lingly, and did according to 
his words, and ſwore that he 
would do him no harm all the 
days of his life. 

72 And he reſtored to him 
the priſoners which he before 
kad taken, out of the land of 
Juda: and he returned and 
went away into his own coun- 
try, and he came no more into 
their borders. 

3 So the ſword ceaſed 
frum Iſrael: and Jonathan 
dweltin Machmas, and Jona- 
than began there to judge the 
people, and he deſtroyed the 
wicked out of Iſracl.

Alexander Bales ſets himſelf 
up for king: both he and 
Demetrius ſeek to make Jo- 
nathan their friend. A- 
lexander hills Demetrius in 
baitle, and honours Jona- 
than. His victory over 
Apollanius. | 


O W in the hundred 
and ſixtieth year Alex- 
ander the fon of Antiochus, 
ſurnamed the illuſtrious, came 
up and took Ptolemais, and 
they received him, and he 
reigned there. 

2 And king Demetrius 
heard of it, and gathered to- 
gether an exceeding great ar- 
my, and went forth againſt 
him to fight. 

3 And Demetrius ſent a 
letter to ſonathan with peace- 
able words, to magnify him. 

4 For he faid: Let us firſt 
make a peace with him, be- 
fore he make one with Alex- 
ander againſt us: 

For he will remember 
all the evils, that we have 
done againſt him, and againſt 
his brother, and againſt his 
nation. 

6 And he gave him autho- 
rity to gather together an ar- 
my, and. to make arms, and 
that he ſhould be his confe- 
derate-: and the hoſtages that 
were in the caſtle, he com- 
manded to be delivered to 
him. 


7 And 


1 


7 And Jonathan came to 
jeruſalem, and read the let- 
ters in the hearing of all the 

eople, and of them that were 
in the caſtle. 

8 And they were ſtruck 
with great fear, becauſe they 
heard that the king had given 
him authority to gather toge- 
ther an army. 

9 Ard the hoſtages were 
delivered to Jonathan, and he 
reſtored them to their parents. 

10 And Jonathan dwelt in 
Jeruſalem, and began to build, 
and to repair the city. 

11 And he ordered work- 
men to build tne walls, and 
mount Sion round about with 
ſquare ſtones for fortihcation : 
and ſo they did. 435 

12 Then the ſtrangers that 
were in the ſtrong-holds, 
which Bacchides had built, 
fled away. 

13 And every man left his 
place, and departed into his 
own country : 

14 Only in Bethſura there 
remained ſome of them, that 
had forſaken the law, and the 
commandments of God : for 
this was a place of refuge for 
them. 

15 And king Alexander 
heard of the promiſes, that 
Demetrius had made Jona- 
than: and they told him of 
the battles, and the worthy 
acts that he, and his brethren 
had done, and the labours, 
that they had endured : 

16 And he ſaid; Shall we

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find ſuch another man? now 
therefore we will make him 
our friend and our confede- 
rate. 


17 So he wrote a letter, 


and ſent it to him according 
to theſe words, ſaying : 

18 King Alexander to 
his brother Jonathan greet- 
ing. 

19 Vc have heard of thee, 
that thou art a m̃an of great 
power, and htto be our friend: 

20 Now therefore we make 
thee this day high prieſt of 


thy nation, and that thou be 


called the king's friend (and 
he ſent him a purple robe, 
and a crown of gold) and that 
thou be of one mind with us 
in our aftairs, and keep friend- 
{hip with us. 

21 Then ſonathan put on 
the holy veſtment in the ſe- 
venth month, in the year one 
hundred and threeſcore, at the 


teaſt-day of the tabernacles: 


and he gathered together an 
army, and made a gieat num- 
ber of arms. 

22 And Demetrius heard 
theſe words, and was exceed- 
ing forry, and ſaid: 

23 What 1s this that we 
have done, that Alexander 
hath prevented*us to gain the 
friendſhip of the Jews to 
ſtrengthen himſelf ? 

24 I alto will write to them 
words of requeit, and offer 
digrities, and gifts: that they 
may be with me to aid me. 


| 25 And he wrote to them 
in 
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in thee words: Kix De- 
metrius to the nation of the 
Jews greeting. 

26 V 
covenant with us, and have 
continued in our friendſhip, 
and have not joined with our 
enemies, we have heard of it, 
and are glad. 

27 Wherefore now con- 
- tinue ſtill to keep fidelity to- 

v re us, and we will reward 
you with good things, for 
what you have done in our 
behalf. 

28 And we will remit to 
you many charges, and will 
1985 you gifts. 

Ard nov I free you, 
and "It the Jews {rom tributes, 
and I rele»ſe you ſrom the 

cuſtoms of ſalt, and remit the 
8 ns, and the thirds of the 
ſeed : 

30 And the half of the 
fruit of trees, which 1s my 
ſcare, I leave to you from 
this day forward, fo that it 
ſmall not be taken of the land 
of Juda, and of the three ci- 
ties that are added thereto out 
of Samaria and Galilce, from 
this Cay forth and for ever: 

31 And let Jeruſalem be 
holy and free, with the borde:s 
thereof : and det the tenths, 
and tributes be for itſelf. 

32 I yield up alſo the pow- 
er of the caſtle, that is in 
Jeruſalem, and I give it to 
the high prieſt, to place there- 
in ſuch men as he ſhall chooſe, 
to keep it. 
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33 And every ſoul of the 
Jews, that hath been carried 
captive from the land of Ju- 

da in all my kingdom, I ſet at 
liberty for nothing, and let 
all be diſcharged from tri- 
butes even of their cattle. 

34 And I] will that all the 
feaſts, and the ſabbaths, and 
the new moons, and the days 
appointed, and three days be- 
fore the ſolemn day, and three 
days after the ſolemn day be 
all days of i immunity and free- 
com, for all the Jews that are 
in my kingdom : 

35 And no man ſhall. have 
power to do any thing againſt 
tl ein or to moleſt any of them, 
in any cauſe. 

36 And let there be enrol- 
led in the king's army to the 
number of thirty thouſand of 
the Jews: and allowance ſhall 
be made them as is due to all 
the king's forces, and certain 
of them ſhall be appointed to 
be in the fortteſſes of the 
great king : 

37 And ſome of them ſhall 
be ſet over the affairs of the 
kingdom, that are of truſt, 
and let their governors be tak- 
en from among themſelves, 
and let them walk in their 
own laws, as the king hath 
commanded in the land of 
Juda. 

38 And the three cities 
that are added to Judea, out 
of the country of Samaria, 
let them be accounted with 


Judea: that they may be un- 
der 
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der one, and obey no other 
authority, but that of the 
high prieſt: 

39 Ptolemais 2%, and the 
confines thereof, I give as 
a free gift to the holy places, 
that are in Jeruſalem, tor the 
neceſſary charges of the holy 
things. 

40 And J give every yea 
fifteen thouſand ficles of ſilver 
out of the king's accounts, of 
what belongs to me: 

41 And all that is above, 
which they, that were over 
the affairs the years before, 
had not paid, from this time 
they ſhall give it to the works 
of the houſe. 

42 Moreover the five thou- 
ſand ſicles of filver, which 
they received from the ac- 
count of the holy places, every 
year, ſhall allo belong to the 
p'ieſts, that execute, the mi- 
nUTY. | 

43 And whoſoever flee in- 
to the temple that is in Jeru- 
falem, and in all the borders 
thereof, being indebted to the 
king for any matter, let thein 
be ſet at liberty, and all that 
they have in my kingdom, let 
them have it free. 

44 For the building alſo, 


or repairing the works of the 


holy places, the charges ſhall - 


be given out of the king's re- 
venues: 

45 For the building alſo 
of the walls of Jeruſalem, and 


| the fortiſying thereof round 


about, the charges ſhall be 
| given out of the king's ac- 
count, as alſo for the building 
of the walls in Judea. 

46 Now when Jonathan, 
and the people heard theſe 
words, they gave no credit to 
them, nor received them: be- 
cauſe they remembered the 
great evil, that he had done 
in Iſrael, for he had afflicted 
them exceedingly. 

47 And their inclinations 
were towards Alexander, be- 
cauſe he had been the chief 
promoter of peace in their re- 
gard, and him they always 
helped. 

48 And king Alexander 
gathered together a great ar- 
my, and moved his camp near 
to Demetrius. 

49 And the two kings join- 
ed battle, and the army of 
Demetrius fied away, and A- 
lexander purſued after him, 
and preſſed them cloſe. 

50 And the battle was hard 
ſought, till the ſun went down: 
and Demetrius was ſſain that 
day. 

51 And Alexander ſent 
ambaſſadors to (a) Prolemee 
king of Egypt with words to 
this effect, laying : 

92 Foraſmuch as I am re- 
turned into niy kingdom, and 
am ſet in the throne of my 
anceſtors, und have gotten the 
dominion, and have over- 


— 
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thrown Demetrius, and poſ- 
ſeſſed our country, 


$3 And have joined battle 


with him, and both he, and 
his army have been deſtroyed 
by us, and we ate placed in 
the throne of his kingdom : 

$4 Now therefore let us 
make friendſhip one with ano- 
ther: and give me now thy 
daughter to wife, and I will 
de thy ſon-in-law, and I will 
give both thee and her gifts 
worthy of thee. 

55 And king Ptolemee an- 
ſwered, ſaying: Harry is 
the day wherein thou didſt re- 
turn to the land of thy fa- 
thers, and ſatteſt in the throne 
of their kingdom. 

55 And now I will do to 
thee as thou haſt written: but 
meet me at Ptolemais, that 
we may ſee one another, and 
I may give her to thee as 
thou haſt ſaid. 

57 So Ptolemee went out 
of Egypt, with Cleopatra his 
daughter, and he came to 
Ptolemais in the hundred and 
#xty ſecond year. 

58 And king Alexander met 
him, and he gave him his 
daughter Cleopatra ; and he 
celebrated her marriage at 
Ptolemais, with great glory 
after the manner of kings. 

59 And king Alexander 
wrote to Jonathan, that he 
fhould come and meet him. 

60 And he went honou- 
rably to Ptolemais, and he met 
there the two kings, and he 
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gave them much ſilver, and 
Pi. and preſents: and he 
ound favour in their ſight. 

61 And ſome peſtilent men 
of Iſrael, men of a wicked 
life, aſſembled themſelves a- 
gainſt him to accuſe him: 
and the king gave no heed to 
them. 

62 And he commanded 
that Jonathan's garments 
ſhould be taken off, and that 
he ſhould be clothed with pur- 
ple: and they did ſo. And 
= king made him fit by him- 
' 63 And he ſaid to his prin- 
ces: Go out with him into 
the midſt of the city, and 
make proclamation, that no 
man complain againſt him of 
any. matter, and that no man 
trouble him for any manner 
of cauſe. 

64 So when his accuſers 
ſaw his glory proclaimed, and 
him clothed with purple, they 
all fled away. 

65 And the king magni- 
fed him, and enrolled him 
amongſt his chief friends, and 
made- him governor, and par- 
taker of his dominion. 

66 And Jonathan returned 
into Jeruſalem with peace and 
oy. 
| G7 In the year one hundred 
and ſixty five, Demetrius the 
ſon of Demetrius came from 
| Crete into the land of his fa- 
thers. | 
68 And king Alexander 
heard of it, aud was much

69 And king Demetrius 
made Apollonius his general, 
who was governor of Cele- 
ſyria: and he gathered toge- 
ther a great army, and came 
to Jamnia : and he ſent to 
Jonathan the high prieſt, 

70 Saying : Thou alone 
ſtandeſt againlt us, and I am 
laughed at, and reproached, 
becauſe thou ſheweſt thy pow- 
er againſt us in the mountains, 

71 Now therefore if thou 
truſleſt in thy forces, come 
down to us into the plain, and 
there let us try one another : 
for with me is the ſtrength ot 
war. 

72 Aſk, and learn who I 
am, and the reſt that help 
me, who alſo ſay that your 
foot cannat ſtand before our 
face, for thy fathers have twice 
been put to flight in their own 
land: 

73 And now how wilt thou 


be able to abide the horſemen, 


and ſo great an army in the 
plain, where there is no ſtone, 
nor rock, nor place to flee to? 

74 Now when Jonathan 
heard the words of Apolloni- 
us, he was moved in his mind: 
and he choſe ten thouſand 
men, and went out of Jeru- 
ſalem, and Simon his brother 
met him to belp him. 

75 And they pitched their 
tents near Joppe, but they 
ſhut him out ot the city: be- 
cauſe a garriſon of Apollo- 


| there to ſave themielves. 
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troubled, and returned to An- 


nius was in Joppe, and he laid 
ſiege to it. 

76 And they that were in 
the city being affrighted, open- 
ed the gates to him: ſo Jona- 
than took Joppe. 

77 And Apollonius heard 
of it, and he took three thou- 
ſand horſemen, and a great 
army. 

78 And he went to Azo- 
tus as one that was making a 


journey, and immediately he 


went forth into the plain: be- 
cauſe he had a great number 
of horſemen, and he truſted 
in them. And ſonathan fol- 
lowed after him to Azotus, 
and they joined battle. 

79 And Apollonius leſt 


privately in the camp a thou- 


land horſemen behind them. 

80 And Jonathan knew that 
there was an ambuſhment be- 
hind him, and they ſurround- 
ed his army, and caſt darts at 
the people. ſtom morning till 
evening. 

31 But the people ſtood 
ful, as Jonathan had com- 
manded them: and ſo theic 
horſes were fatigued. 

82 Then Simon drew forth 
his army, and attacked the 
legion of the fortmen: for 
the horiemen were fpent: and 


they were diſcomtited by hun, 


and fied. 

83 And they. that were 
ſcattered about the plain, fled 
into Azotus, and went into

84 But Jonathan ſet fire to 
Azotus, and the cities that 
were round about it, and took 
their ſpoils of them, and the 
temple of Dagon: and all 
them that were fled into it, he 
burnt with fire. 

85 So they that were + Gain 
by the ſword, with them that 
were burnt, were almoſt eight 
thouſand men. 

86 And Jonathan ot 
his army from thence, and | 
camped againſt Aſcalon: and 
they went out of the city to 
meet him with great honour. 

87 And Jonathan returned 
into Jeruſalem with his people, 
having many ſpoils. 

88 And it came to paſs: 
whenAlexander the king heard 
theſe words, that he honoured 
Jonathan yet more. 

89 And he ſent him a buckle 
of gold, as the cuſtom 1s to be 

iven to fuch as are of the 
royal blood. And he gave him 
Accaron and all the borders 
thereot in poſſetlion.

27 And he confirmed him 
in the high prieſthood, and all 
the honours he had before, 
and he made him the chief of 
his friends. 

28 And Jonathan requeſt- 
ed of the king that he would 
make Judea free from tri- 
bute, and the three govern- 
ments, and Samaria, and the 
confines thereof: and he pro- 
miſed him three hundred ta- 
lents. 

29 And the king conſented: 
and he wrote letters to Jona- 
than of all theſe things, to 
this effect. 

30 Kix Demetrius to 
his brother Jonathan, and to 
the nation of the Jews, greet- 
ing. 
31 We ſend you here a copy 
of the letter, Which we have 
written to Laſthenes our pa- 
rent concerning you, that you 
might know it. 

32 Kinc Demetrius to 
Laſthenes his parent, greet- 
ing. 

5 3 We have determined 
to do good 
the Jews who ate our triends, 
and keep the things that are 
juſt with us, for their good- 
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will which they bear towards 
us. 

34 We have ratified there- 
fore unto them all the bor- 
ders of Judea, and the three 
cities, Apherema, Lyda, and 
Ramatha, which are added 
to Judea, out of Samaria, 
and all their confines, to be 
ſet apart to all them that 
ſacrifice in Jeruſalem, in- 
ſtead of the payments which 
the king received of them 
every year, and for the fruits 
of the land, and of the 
trees. 

35 And as for other things 
that belonged to us of the 
tithes, and of the tributes, 
from this time we diſcharge 
them of them: the ſalt-pans 
alſo, and the crowns that were 
preſented to us, 

36 We give all to them, 
and nothing hereof ſhall be 
revoked trom this41me forth 
and for ever. 

37 Now therefore ſee that 
thyu make a copy of theſe 
things, and let it be given to 
Jonathan, and ſet upon the 
holy mountain, in a conſpicu-

38 And king Demetrius 
ſeeing that the land was 
quiet before him, and no- 
thing reũſted him, ſent away 
all his forces, every man to 
his own place, except the 


foreign army, which he had 
the 
ſo 


all 


drawn together from 
iſlands of the nations: 
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all the troops of his fathers 
hated him. 

Now there was one 
Tryphon who had been of 
Alexander's party before: who 
ſeeing that all the army mur- 
mured againſt Demetrius, went 
to Emalchuel the Arabian, who 
brought up Antiochus the ſon 
of Alexander: 

40 And he preſſed him much 
to deliver him to him, that he 
might be king in his father's 
place: and he told him all 
that Demetrius had done, and 
how his ſoldiers hated him. 
And he remained there many 
days. 

41 And Jonathan ſent to 
king Demetrius, defiring that 
he would caſt out them, that 
were in the caſtle in Jeruſa- 
lem, and that were in the 
itrong - holds: becauſe they 
fought againſt 1ſracl. 

42 And Demetrius ſent to 
Jonathan, ſaying: I will not 
only do this for thee, and for 
thy people, but I will greatly 
honour thee, and thy na- 
tion, when opportunity ſhall 
ſerve. E 

43 Now therefore thou ſhalt 

do well if thou ſend me men to 
help me: for all my army 1s 
gone from me. 
» 44 And Jonathan ſent him 
three thouſand valiant men 
to Antioch : and they came 
to the king, and the king 
was very glad of their com- 
ing. 


45 And they that were of 
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the city aſſembled themſelves 
together, to the number of a 
hundred and twenty thouſand 
men, and would have killed 
the king. 

46 And the king fled into 
the palace; and they of the 
city kept the paſſages of the 
city, and began to fight. 

47 And the king called the 
Jewsto his aſſiſtance: and they 
came to him all at once, and 
they all diſperſed themſelves 
through the city. 

43 And they flew in that 
day a hundred thouſand men, 
and they ſet fire to the city, 
and got many ſpoils that day, 
and delivered the king.

51 And they threw down 
their arms, and made peace, and 
the Jews were glorihed in the 
ſight of the king, and in the 
ſight of all that were in his 
realm, and were renowned 
throughout the kingdom, ana 
returned to Jeruſalem with 
many ipoils. 

52 $9 king Demetrius ſat 
in the throne of his kingdom: 


and the land was quiet before

5H And Tryphon took the 
elephants, aud made hiniſel!

57 And young Antiochus 
wrote to Jonathan, laying: 1 

conf u thee in the high prieſl- 
hood; and J. -appoint thee ruler 
over the 1ovr cities, and to be 
ore of the king's friends. 

58 And he ſent him veſſels 
of gold tor his fervice, and 
he gave him leave to drink in 
gold, and to be clothed in 
wi Bip ane to wear a golden 

uckle : 

59 And he made his brother 
Simon governor from the hor- 
ders of Lyte even to the coaſts 
of Egypt. 

60 Then Jonathan went 
forth, and paſſed through the

Cities beyond the river: and 
all the torccs of Syria gathered 
theinſelves to him to help him, 
and he came to Alcalon, and 


ſuburbs round about, and took 
the ſpoils. 

62 And the men of Gaza 
made fupplication to Jona- 
than, and he gave them the 
right hand: and he took their 
ſons for hoſtages, and ſent 
them to Jeruſalem: and he 
went through the country as 
far as Damiſcus.

10 Choſe rather to ſend 
to you to renew the brother- 
hood and friendſhip, leſt we 
ſhould become ſtrangers to 
you altogether : for there is 
a long time paſſed ſince you 
ſent to us. 

11 We therefore at all 
times without ceaſins, both 
in our feſtivals, and other 
days wherein it is conveni- 
ent, remember you in the 
ſacrifices that we offer, and 
in our obſervances, as it is 
meet, and becoming to re- 
member brethren. 

12 And we rejoice at your 
glory. 

13 But we have had many 
troubles and wars on every 
ſide, and the kings that are 
round about us, have tought 
againſt us. 

14 But we would not be 
troubleſome to you, nor to 
the reſt of our allies and 
friends in theſe wars. 

15 For we have had help 
from heaven, and we have 
been delivered, and our 
enemies are humbled. 

16 We have choſen there- 
fore Numenius the ſon of 
Antiochus, and Antipater the 
ſon of Jaſon, and have ſent 
them to the Romans to re- 
new with them the former 
* amity and alliance. 

17 And we have com- 


wanded them to go alſo to 


you, and to ſalute you, and 


the to deliver you our letters, 


concerning the renewing of 
our brotherhood. 

18 And now you ſhall 
do well to give us an anſwer 
hereto. 

19 And this is the copy 
of the letter which he had 
ſent to Onias : | 

20 ARr1vs king of the 
Spartans to Onias ho high 
prieſt, greeting. 

21 It is found in writin 
concerning the Spartans, — 
the Jews, that they are bre- 
thren, and that they are of 
the ſtock of Abraham. 

22 And Now ſince this is 
come to our knowledge, you 
do well to write to us of 

our proſperity. 

2 3 2 alſo have 
written back to you, That 
our cattle, and our poſſeſ- 
ſions, are yours: and yours, 
ours. We therefore have 
commanded that theſe things 
ſhould be told you. 

24 Now Jonathan heard 
that the generals of Deme- 
trius were come again with 
a greater army than before 
to tight againſt him. 

25 So he went out from 
Jeruſalem, and met them in 
the land of Amath: for he 
gave them no time to enter 
into his country. 

26 And he ſent ſpies into 
their camp, and they came 
back and brought him word 
that they deſigned to come 
upon them in the night, 

27 And 
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27 And when the ſun was 
ſet, Jonathan commanded 
his men to watch, and to be 
in arms all night long ready 
to fight, and he ſet centi- 
nels round about the camp. 

28 And the enemies heard 
that Jonathan and his men 
were ready for battle: and 
they were ſtruck with fear 
and dread in their heart: 
and they kindled fires in 
their camp. 

29 But Jonathan and they 
that were with him, knew it 
not till the morning: for 
they ſaw the lights burning, 

30 And jonathan purſued 
after them, but overtook 
them not: for they had paſ- 
led the river Eleutherus. 

31 And Jonathan turned 
upon the Arabians that are 
called Zabadeans: and he 
deteated them, and took the 
ſpoils of them. 

32 And he went forward, 
and came to Damaſcus, 
and paſſed through all that 
country, | 

33 Simon alſo went forth, 
and came as far as Aſcalon, 
and the neighbouring for- 
treſſes, and he turned aſide 
to Joppe, and took poſſeſ- 
ſion of it. 

34 (For he heard that they 
deſigned to deliver the hold 
to them that took part with 
Demetrius) and he put a gar- 
riſon there to keep it. 

And Jonathan came 
back, and called together 
the ancients of the people, 
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and he took a reſolution 
with them to build fortreſſes 
in Judea, 

36 And to build up walls 
in Jeruſalem, and raiſe a 
mount between the caſtle 
and the city, to ſeparate it 
from the city, that ſo it 
might have no communica- 
tion, and that they might 
neither buy nor ſell: 

37 And they came toge- 
ther to build up the city: 
for the wall that was upon 
the brook towards the eaſt 
was broken down, and he 
repaired that which is called 
Caphetetha : 

33 And Simon built” A- 
diada in Sephela, and for- 
tified it, and {et up its gates 
and bars. 

39 Now when Tryphon 
had conceived a deſign to 
make himſelf king of Aſia, 
and to take the crown, and 
to ſtretch out his hand a- 
gainft king Antiochus: 

40 Fearing leſt Jonathan 
would not ſuffer him, but 
would hght againſt him: he. 
ſought to ſeize upon him, 
and to kill him. So he roſe 
up and came to Bethſan. 

41 And Jonathan went 
out to meet him with forty 
thouſand men choſen for 
battle, and came to Bethſan. 

42 Now when Tryphon 
ſaw that Jonathan came with 
a great army, he durſt not 
8 forth his hand againſt 
im: | 

43 But received him with 
honour 
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honour, and conmended 
him to all his friends, and 
gave him preſents: and he 
commanded his troops to 
obey lim, as himfelf 

44 And he ſaid to Jona- 
than: Why hat thou trou- 
bled all the people, whereas 
we have no war ? 


45 Now therefore ſend 
them back to their own 
houſes: and choſe thee a 


few men, that may be with 
thee, end come with me to 
Ptolemais, and I will deliver 
it to thee, and the ret of the 
ſtrong-holds, and the army, 
and all that have any charge, 
and I will return and go a- 
way: for this is the cauſe of 
my coming. 

46 And Jonathan believed 
him, and did as he faid: 
and ſent away his army, and 
they departed into the land 
of Juda: 

47 But he kept with him 
three thouſand men: of 
whom he fent two thouſand 
into Galilee, and one thou- 
ſand went with him. 

48 Now as ſoon as ſona- 
than entered into Ptolemais, 
they of Ptolemais ſhut the 

tes of the city: and took 

im: and all them that came 
in with him they flew with 
the ſword. 

49 Then Tryphon ſent 
an army and horſemen into 
Galilee, and into the great 
plain to deſtroy all Jona- 
than's company. 
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50 But they, when they 
underſtood that Jonathan, 
and all that were with him 
were taken and ſlain, encou- 
raged one another, and went 
out ready for battle. 

51 "Then they that had 
come after them, ſeeing that 


they ſtood for their lives, 


returned back. 

52 Whereupon they all 
came peaceably into the land 
of Juda. And they bewailed 
Jonathan, and them that 
had been with him, exceed- 
ingly: and Iſtael mourned 
with great lamentation. 

53 Then all the heathens 
that were round about them, 
tought to deſtroy them. For 
they laid: 

54 They have no prince, 
nor any to help them: now 
therefore let us make war 
upon them, and take away 
tie memory of them from 
amongſt men. 
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Simon is made captain general 
in the rum of bis 2 2 
Jonathan is lain by Try- 
phon. Simon is fawoured 
by Demetrius: he taketh 
Gaza, and the caſtle of 
Jeruſalem. 

OW Simon heard that 
N Tryphon was gather- 
ing together a very great 
army, to invade the land of 
Juda, and to deſtroy it. 

2 And 2 that the 


7 was in dread, and in 
fear, 
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fear, he went up to Jeruſa- 
lem, and aſſembled the peo- 
ple: 

3 And exhorted them, 
ſaying: You know what 
great battles I and my bre- 
thren, and the houſe. of my 
father, have fought tor the 
laws, and the ſanctuary, and 
the diſtreſſes that we have 
ſeen: 

4 By reaſon whereof all 
my brethren have loſt their 
lives for Iſrael's take, and I am 
lettalone. 

5 And now far be it from 
me to ſpare my life in any 
time of trouble: for I am 
not better than my b:ethren. 

6 I will avenge then my 
nation and the ſanctuaty, 
and our chil ren, and wives: 
for all the heathens are ga- 
thered together to deſtroy us 
out of mere malice. 

7 And the ſpirit of the peo- 
ple was enkiodled as ſoon as 
they heard theſe words: 

8 And they anſwered with 
a loud voice, faying: Thou 
art our leader in the place 
of Judas, and jonathan thy 
brother: 

9 Fight thou our battles, 
and we will do what.ocver 
thou ſhalt ſay to us. 

10 So gathering together 
all the nfen of war, he made 


('haſte to finiſh all the walls ot 


Jerulalem, and he fortified 
it round about. 
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with him a new army into 
Joppe, and he catt out them 
that were in it, and himſelf 
remained there. 

12 And Tryphon remov- 
ed from Ptolemais with a 
great army, to invade the 
land of Juda, and. Jonathan 
was with him in ward. 

13 But Simon pitched in 
Addus, over - againſt the 
plain. 

14 And when Tryphon 
underſtood that Simon was 
riſen up in the place of his 
brother Jonathan, and that 
he meant to join battle with 
bim, he fent meſlengers to 
him, 

15 Saying: We have de- 
tained thy brother Jonathan 
for the money thet he owed 
in the king's account, by 
realon of the atlairs which 
he had the management of, 

16 But now tend a hun- 
dred talents of ſilver, and 
his two us for hoſtages, 
taat when he is ſet at liberty 
he may not revolt from us, 
and we will releate him. 

17 Now Simon knew that 
he {poke deceitiully to him, 
neyeitheicls he o:cered the 
money, and the children, to 
be ſent: leſt he ſhould bring 
upon himielf a gieat hatred 
oi the people of Iſrael, who 
might have ſaid:

entered within the country, to

21 And they that were in 


the caſtle, ſent meſſengers to 


Tryphon, that he ſhould make 
haſte to come through the 
deſart, and ſend them vic- 
tuals. | 

22 And Tryphon made 
ready all his horſemen to come 
that night : but there fell a 
very great ſnow, and he came 
not, but went into the coun- 
try of Galaad. 

23 And when he came near 
to Baſcama, he flew Jonathan 


and his ſons there. 


24 And Tryphon returned, 
and went into his own coun- 
try. 

25 And Simon ſent, and 
took the bones of Jonathan 


his brother, and buried them 
in Modin, the city of his 


fathers. 


26 And all Iſrael bewail- 
ed him with great lamenta- 


tion: and they mourned tor 


him many days. 


27 And Simon built over 


the ſepulchre of his father 
and of his brethren, a build- 


ing aloft to the fight, of 


4, 


28 And he ſet up ſeven py- 
ramids one againſt another tor 
his father, and his mother, 
and his tour brethren: 

29 And round about theſe 
he ſet great pillars: and up- 
on the pillars arms for a 
perpetual memory: and by 
the arms ſhips carved, which 
might be ſeen by all that ſail- 
ed on the lea. 

30 This is the ſepulchre 
that he made in Modin even 
unto this day. 

31 But Tryphon when he 
was upon a journey with the 
young king Antiochus, trea- 
cheroufly few him. 

32 And he reigned in his 
place, and put on the crown 
of Aſia; and brought great 
evils upon the land, 

3 And Simon built up the 
{trong-holds of Judea, fortify- 
ing them with high towers, 
and great walls, and gates, 
and bars: and he ſtored 
up victuals in the for- 
treſſes. 

34 And Simon choſe men 

and ſent to king Demetrius, 
to the end that he ſhould grant 
an immunity to the land: for 
all that Iryphon did was to 
ſpoil. * 
35 Ang king Demetrius, 
in anſwer (o "this requeſt, 
wrote a letter in this man- 
ner: 


36 King Demetrius to

friend of kings, and to the 
ancients, and to the nation 
of the Jews, greeting. 

37 The golden crown, 
and the palm, which you 
ſent, we have received: and 
we are ready to make a firm 
peace with you, and to write 
to the king's chief officers 
to releaſe you the things that 
we have releaſed. 

38 For all that we have 
decreed in your favour, fhall 
ſtand in force. The ſtrong- 
holds, that you have built, 
ſhall be your own. 

39 And as for any over- 
ſight: or fault committed unto 
this day, we forgive it, and 
the crown which you owed: 
and if any other thing were 
taxed in 1 now let 
it not be taxed. 

40 And it any of you be 
fit to be enrolled among ours, 
let them be enrolied, and let 
there be peace between us. 

41 Thus in the year one 
hundred and ſeventy the 
yoke of the gentiles was 
taken off from Iſrael, 

42 And the people of It 
rael began to write in the. 
inſtruments, and publick' 
records, The firſt year un- 
der Simon the high prieſt, 
the great captain, and prince 
of the ſcws. | 

43 In thoſe days Simon 
beſieged Gaza, and camped 
round about it, and he made 


engines, and ſet them to 
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the city, and he ſtruck one 
tower, and took it. 

44 And they that were 
within the engine leapt into 
the city: and there was a 
great uproar in the city. 

45 And they that were in 
the city went up with their 
wives, and children upon 
the wall with their garments 
rent, and they cried with a 
loud voice, beſeeching Si- 
mon to grant them peace, 

46 And they faid : Deal 
not with us according to our 
evil deeds, but according to 
thy mercy. 

47 And Simon being mo- 
ved, did not deſtroy them: 
but yet he caſt them out of 
the city, and cleanſed the 
houſes wherein there had 
been 1dols, and then he en- 
tered into it with hymns, 
bleſſing the Lord: 

48 And having caſt out 
of it all uncleanneſs, he 
placed in it men that ſhould 
oblerve the law: and he 
ortified it, and made it his 
nabitation. 

49 But they that were in 
the caſtle of Jeruſalem were 
11adered from going out and 
coming into the country, and 
from buying and felling : 
and they were ſtraitened with 
hunger, and many of them 
perithed for famine, 

50 And they cried to Si- 
mon for peace, and he grant- 
ed it to them: and he caſt 
them out from thence, and 

_ cleanſed

51 And they entered int, 
it the three and twentiet!

53 And he tortihed the 
mountain of- the temple that 
was near the caitle, and he 
dwelt there hunſelf, and they 
that were with him, 


53 And Simon faw that 
John his fon was a valiant 


man for war: and he made 
him captain of ail the ſorces: 
and he dwelt in Gazara.

N the year one hundred 

and ſeventy two, king De- 
metrius aſſeinbled his army, 
and went into Media to get 
him fuccours to fight againtt 
Tryphon. 

2 And Arlaces the king o. 
Perſia, and Media heard that 
Demetrius was entered within. 
his borders, and he ſent one 
of his princes to take him 
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alive, and bring him to him. 

3 And he went, and de- 
ea ted the army of Demetrius: 
and took him, and brought 
wm to Arſaces, and he put 
him into ward. 

4 And all the land of Juda 
was at reſt all the days of Si- 
mon, and he fought the good 
of his nation: and his power, 
and his glory pleaſed them 
well all his days. 

5 And with all his glory 
he took Joppe tor a haven, 
and mace an entrance to the 
iſles of the ſea. 

6 And he enlarged the 
bounds of his nation, and 
made himſelf maſter of the 
country, | 

7 Ard he gathered together 
a great number of captives, 
and had the dominion of Ga- 


zara, and of Bethſura, and of 


the cattle: and took away all 
uncleanneſs out of it, and 
there was none that reſiſted 
him. 

8 And every man tilled hi- 
land with peace: and the land 
of juda yielded her increale, 
and rhe trees of the fields their 
uit. ; 

9 The ancient men ſat all 
in the ſtreets, and treated to- 
gether of the good things of 
tae land, and the young men 
put on them glory, and the 
robes Of war. | 

10 And he provided vic- 
tuals er the cities, and he ap- 
pointed that they ſhould be 
turniched with — 

- 
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was renowned even to the end 
of the earth. 

11 He made peace in the 
land, and Iſrael rejoiced with 
great joy. 

12 And every man ſat un- 
der his vine, and under his 
fig- tree: and there was none 
to make them afraid. 

13 There was none leſt in 
the land to fight againſt them. 
kings were ditcomfited in 
thoſe days. 

14 And he ſtrengthened all 
thoſe of his people that were 
brought low, and he ſought 
the law, and took away every 
unjuſt and wicked man: 

15 He glorified the ſanc- 
tuary, and multiplied the veſ- 
ſels of the holy places. 

16 And it was heard at 
Rome, and as far as Sparta, 
that Jonathan was dead: and 
they were very ſorry. 

i7 But when they heard 
that Simon his brother was 
made high prieſt in his place, 
and was poſſeſſed of all the 
country, and thecities therein; 

18 They wrote to him in 
tables of braſs, to renew the 
frieadſhip and alliance, which 
they had made with Judas, and 
with Jonathan his brethren. 

19 And they were read be- 
fore the aſſembly in jeruſalem. 
And this is the copy of the 
letters that the Spartans ſent. 

20 THz PRINCES and the 
citics of the Spartans to Simon 
the high prieſt, and to the 

Vor. IV. U 
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ancients, and the prieſts, and 
the reſt of the people of the 
Jews their brethren, greet- 
ing. 

21 The ambaſſadors that 
were ſent to our people, have 
told us of your glory, and 
honour, and joy: and we re- 
joiced at their coming. 

22 And we regiſtered what 
was ſaid by them in the coun- 
cils of the people in this man- 
ner: Numenius the ſon of 
Antiochus, and Antipater the 
ſon of Jaſon, —— of 
the Jews, came to us to re- 
new the former friendſhip 
with us. 

23 And it pleaſed the peo- 
ple to receive the men honour- 
ably, and to put a copy of 


their words in the publick 


records, to be a memorial to 
the people of the Spartans. 
And we have written a copy 
of them to Simon the high 
prieſt. | 

24 And after this Simon 
ſent Numenius to Rome, with 
a great ſhield of gold, of the 
weight of a thouſand pounds, 
to conhrm the league with 
them. And when the people 
of Rome had heard 

25 Theſe words, they ſaid: 


| What thanks thall we cave to

26 For he hath reſtored 
his brethren, and hath driven 
away in fight the enemies of 
lirael from them: and they 
decreed him liberty, and re- 
giſtered it in tables of braſs,

27 And this is a copy of 
the writing. The gion 
TEENTH day of the month 
Elul, in the year one hundred 
and ſeventy two, being the 
third year under Simon the 
high prieſt at Aſaramel, 

28 In a great aſſembly of 
the prieſts, and of the people, 
and the princes of the nation, 
and the ancients of the country, 
theſe things were notified: 
Foraſmuch as there have often 
been wars in our country, 

29 And 'Simon the fon of 
Mathathias of the children of 
Jarib, and his brethren have 
put themſelves in danger, and 
reliſted the enemies of their 
nation, for the maintenance of 
their holy places, and the law : 
and have raiſed their nation to 
great glory. 

30 And Jonathan gathered 
together his nation, and was 
made their high prieſt, and he 
was laid to his people. 

31 And their enemies de- 
fired to tread down and de- 
ſtroy their country, 'and to 
ſtretoeh forth their hands a- 
gainſt their holy places. 

32 Then Simon reſiſted 
and fought for his nation, 
and laid out much of his mo- 
ney, and armed the valiant 
men of his nation, and gave 
them wages : 


3 And he fortified the |p 


cities of Judea, and Bethſura 
that lieth in the borders of 


the enemies was before : and 
he placed there a garriſon of 
Jews. 

34 And he fortified Joppe 
which lieth by the ſea: and 
Gazara, which borderethupon 


| Azotus, wherein the enemies 


dwelt before, and he placed 
Jews there: and furnithed 
them with all things conve- 
nient for their reparation. 

35 And the people ſceing 
the acts of Simon, and to what 
glory he meant to bring his 
nation, made him their prince, 
and high prieſt, becauſe he 
had done all theſe things, and 
for the juſtice, and faith, 
which he kept to his nation, 
and for that he ſought by all 
means to advance his people. 

36 And in his days things 
proſpered in his hands, ſo that 
the heathens were taken away 
out of their country, and they 
alſo that were in the city of 
David in Jeruſalem in the 
caſtle, out of which they iſ- 
ſued forth, and profaned all 
places round about the ſanc- 
tuary, and did much evil to 
purity: 

37 And he e therein 
Jews for the defence of the 
country, and of the city, and 
he raiſed up the walls of Jeru- 
ſalem. 

38 And king Demetrius 
confirmed him in the high 
rieſthood.

| e he made bm his friend,

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and glorified him with great 
glory. 

40 For he had heard that 
the Romans had called the 
Jews their friends, and con- 
federates, and brethren, and 
that they had received Simon's 
ambaſſadors with honour : 

41 Ard that the Jews, and 
their prieſts had conſented that 
he ſhould be their prince, and 
high prieſt for ever, till there 
ſhould ariſe a faithful prophet : 

42 And that he ſhould be 
chief over them, and that he 
ſhould have the charge of the 
ſanctuary. and that he ſhould 
appoint rulers over their 
works, and over the coun- 
try, and over the armour, and 
over the ſtrong-holds. 

43 And that he ſhould have 
care of the holy places: and 
that he ſhould be obeyed by 
all, and that all the writings 
in the country ſhould be made 
in his name: and that he ſhould 
be clothed with purple, and 
gold : 

44 And that it ſhould nor 
be lawful for any of the peo- 
ple, or of the prieſts, to diſ- 
annul any of theſe things, or 
to gainſay his words, or to 
call together an aſſembly in 
the country without him : or 
to be clothed with Purple, or 
to wear a buckle of gold. 

45 And whoſoever ſhall do 
otherwiſe. or ſhall make void 
any of theſe things ſhall be 
puniſhed. 

46 And it pleaſed r 
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people to eſtabliſh Simon, and 
todo according to theſe words. 

47 And Simon accepted 
thereof, and was well pleaſed 
to execute the office of the 
high prieſthood, and to be 
captain, and prince of the 
nation of the Jews, and of the 
—_ and to be chief over 
all. 

43 And they commanded 
that this writing ſhould be put 
in tables of braſs, and that bs 
ſhould be ſet up within the 
compaſs of the ſanctuary, in a 
conſpicuous place: 
| 49 And that a copy thereof 

ſhould be put in the treaſury, 


that Simon and his ſons may 
have it.

The Romans 
write to divers nations in 
favour of the Jeaus.

N D king Antiochus the 
ſon of Demetrius ſent 
letters from the iſles of the 
ſea to Simon the prieſt, and 
prince of the nation of the 

Jews, and to all the people: 

2 And the contents were 
theſe: King Antiochus to 
Simon the high prieſt, and to 
the nation of the Jews, greet- 
ing. 

3 Foraſmuch as certain 
peſtilent men have uſurped 


| the kingdom of our fathers, 


and-

„ 
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and my purpoſe is to challenge 
the kingdom, and to teſtore 
it to its former eſtate: and I 
have choſen a great army, and 
have built ſhips of war. 

4 And I deſign to go thro! 
the country, that I may take 
revenge of them that have 
deſtroyed our country, and 
that have made many cities 
deſolate in my realm. 

5 Now therefore I confirm 
unto thee all the oblations 
which all the kings before me 
remitted to thee, and what 
other giſts ſoever they remit- 
ted to thee: 

6 And I give thee leave to 
coin thy own money in thy 
country : 

7 And let Jeruſalem be ho- 
ly and free, and all the ar- 
mour that hath been made, 
and the foitrefles which thou 
haſt built, and which thou 
keepeſt in thy hands, let them 
remain to thee. 

8 And all that is due to 
the king, and what ſhould be 
the king's hereafter, trom this 
preſent and for ever, is for- 
given thee. 

9 And when we ſhall have 
recovered our kingdom, we 
will glority thee, and thy na- 
tion, and the temple with great 

lory, ſo that your glory thall 
be made manifeſt in all the 
earth. 

10 In the year one hun- 
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dred and ſeventy four Antio- 
chus entered into the land of 
his fathers, and all the forces 
aſſembled to him, fo that few 
were left with Tryphon. 

11 And king Antiochus 
purſued after him, and he fled 
along by the ſea coaſt and 
came to Dora. 

12 For he perceived that 
evils were gathered together 
upon him, and his troops had 
forſaken him. 

13 And Antiochus camped 
above Dora with a hundred 
and twenty thouſand men of 
war, and eight thouſand horſe- 
men : | 
14 And he inveſted the 
city, and the ſhips drew near 
by ſea: and they annoyed the 
city by land, and by ſea, and 
ſuffered none to come in, or 
to go out. 5 

is And Numenius, and 
they that had been with him, 
came from the city of Rome, 
having letters written to the 
kings, and countries, the con- 
tents whereof were theſe : 

16 Lucius the conſul of 
the Romans, to king (a) 
Ptolemee, greeting. 

17 The ambaſladors of the 
Jews our friends came to us, 
to renew the tormer friendſhip 
and alliance, being ſent from 
Simon the high prieſt, and 
the people of the Jews. 

18 And they brought alſo

19 It hath ſeemed good 
therefore to us to write to the 
kings, and countries, taat they 
ſhould do them no harm, nor 
fight againlt them, their cities, 
or countries: and that they 
ſhould give no aid to them 
that fight againſt them. 

20 And it hath ſeemed 
good to us to receve the ſnield 
of them. 

21 If therefore any peſti- 
lent men are fled out of their 
country to you, deliver them 
to Simon the high prieſt, that 
he may punith them according 
to their law. 

22 Theſe ſame things were 
written to king Demetrius, and 
to (6) Attalus, and to Ari- 
arathes, and to Arſaces, 

23 And to all the countries: 
and Lampſacus, and to the 
Spartans, and to Delus, and 
Myndus, and Sicyon, and 
Catia, and Samus, and Pain- 
philia, and Lycia, and Ali- 
carnaſſus, and Cos, and Side, 
and Aradus, and Rhodes, and 
Phaſelis, and Gortyna, and 
Gnidus, and Cyprus, and 
Cyrene. 

24 And they wrote a copy 
thereof to Simon the high 
prieſt, and to the people of 
the Jews. * 

25 But. king Antiochus 
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moved his camp to Doia the 
ſecond time, aflauliing it con- 
tinually, and making engines; 
and he ſhut up I ryphon, that 
he could not go out, 

26 And Simon ſent to him 
two thouſand choſen men to 
aid him, ſilver allo, and gold, 
and abuncance of furniture. 

27 And he would not re- 
ceive them, but broke all the 
covenant that he had made 
with him before, and alien- 
ated himſelf from him. 

28 And he ſent to him 
Athenobius one of his friends, 
to treat with him, ſaying : 
You hold Joppe, and Gazara, 
and the caſtle that is in ſeru- 
ſalem, which are cities of my 
kingdom: 

29 Their borders you have 
waſted, and you have made 

reat havock in the land, and 
— got the doininion of ma- 
ny places in my kingdom. 

30 Now therefore deliver 
up the cities that you have 
taken, and the tributes of the 
places whereof you have got- 
ten the domimon without the 
borders of j udea. 

31 But if not, give me for 
them five hundred talents of 
ſilver, and for the havock that 

ou have made, and the tri- 
1 of the cities other five 
hundred talents: or elſe we 
will comeand fight againſt you,

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32 So Athenobius the king's 
friend came to Jerufalem, and 


ſaw the glory of Simon, and 


his magnifcence in gold, and 
ſilver, and his great equipage, 
and he was aſtoniſhed, and told 
him the king's words. 

33 And Simon anſwered 
him, and ſaid to him: We 
have neither taken other mens 
land, neither do we hold that 
which is other mens: but 
the inheiitance of our tathers, 
which was for ſome time un- 
juſtly poſſeſſed by our ene- 
mies. 

34 But we having oppor- 
tunity claim the inheritance 
our tathers. 

35 And as to thy com- 
plaints concerning Joppe, and 
Gazara, they did great harm 
to the people, and to our 
. Country : yet for theſe we will 
give a hundied talents. And 
Athenobius anſwered him not 
a word. 

36 But returning in a rage 
to the king, made report to 
him of theſe words, and of 
the glory of Simon, and of 
all that he had ſeen, and the 
King was exceeding angry. 

37 And Tryphon fled away 
by ſhip to Orthoſias. 

38 And the king appointed 
Cendebeus captain of the fea 
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coaſt, and gave them an army 


of footinen and horſemen. 

39 And he commanded 
him to march with his anny 
towards Judea : and he com- 
manded him to build up Ge- 
dor, and to fortity the gates 
of the city, and to war againſt 
the people. But the king 
hynfelf purſued after 'I'ry- 
phon. 

40 And Cendebeus came to 
Jamnia, and began to provoke 
the people, and to ravage Ju- 
dea, and to take the people 
priſoners, and to kill, and to 
build Gedor. 

41 And he placed there 
horſemen, and an arwy : 
that they might iſſue forth, 
and make incurſions upon the 
ways of Judea, as the king had 
commanded him.

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Gazara to kill John ; and to 
the tribunes he ſent letters to 
come to him, and that he 
would give them filver, and 
gold, and giſts.

21 Now one running be- 
fore, told John in Gaara, 
that his father, and his bre- 
thren were ſlain, and that 
he hath ſent men to kill thee 
alſo. 

22 But when he heard it, 
he was exccedingly afraid: 
ard he apprehended the men 
that came to ki!) him, and he 
put them to death: for he 
knew that they ſought to 
make him away.

21 Then he bad them draw 
it up, and bring it to him:

22 And when this was 
done, and the time came that 
the ſun ſhone out, which be- 
fore was in a cloud, there was 
a great fire kindled, ſo that all 
wondered.

24 And the prayer of Ne- 
hemias was after this manner :

6 Then ſome of them that 
followed him, came up to mark 
the place: but they could not 
find it. 

5 And when Jeremias per- 
ceived it, he blamed them, 
faying : The place ſhall be 
unknown, till God gather to- 
gether the congregation of the 
people, and receive them to 
mercy. | 

8 And then the Lord will 
ſhew theſe things, and the 
majeſty of the Lord ſhall ap- 
pear, and there ſhall be a 
cloud as it was alſo ſhewed to 
Moſes, and as he ſhewed it 
when Solomon prayed that the 
place might be ſanctified to the 
great God. 

9 For he treated wiſdom 
in a magnificent manner: and 


like a wiſe man, he offered 
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and of the finiſhing of the 
temple. 

10 And as Moſes prayed to 
the Lord, and fire came down 
from heaven, and conſumed 
the holocauſt : ſo Solomon 
alſo prayed, and fire came 
down from heaven and con- 
ſumed the holocauſt. 

11 And Moſes faid: Becauſe 
the ſin-offering was not eaten, 
it was conſumed. 

12 So Solomon alſo cele- 
brated the dedication eight 
days. 

13 And theſe ſame things 
were ſet down in the memoirs, 
and commentaries of Nehe- 
mias: and how he made a li- 
brary, and gathered together 
out of the countries, the books 
both of the prophets, and of 
David, and the epiſtles of the 
+7 panes concerning the holy 

ts. 

14 And in like manner Ju- 
das alſo gathered together all 
ſuch things as were loſt by the 
war we had, and they are in 
our poſſeſſion. | 

1 7 Wherefore if you want 
theſe things, ſend ſome that 
may fetch them to you. ; 

16 As we are then about 
to celebrate (5) the purifica- 
tion we have written unto 
you: and you ſhall do well, 
if you keep the ſame days. 

17 And we hope that God

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ple, and hath rendered to all 
the inheritance, and the king- 
dom, and the prieſthood, and

18 As he promiſed in the 
law, will ſhortly have mercy 
upon us, and will gather us 
together from every land un- 
der heaven into the holy 

ce. x 

19 For he hath delivered us 
out of great perils, and hath 
cleanſed the place. 

20 Now as concerning Ju- 
das Machabeus, and his bre- 
thren, and the purification of 
the great temple, and the de- 
Cication of the altar, 

21 As alſo the wars againſt 
Antiochus the illuſtrious, and 
his fon Eupator : 

22 And the manifeſtations 
that came from heaven to 
them, that behaved them- 
ſelves manfully on the behalf 
of the Jews, ſo that; being but 
a tew, they made themſelves 
maſters of the whole country, 
ard put to flight the barbarous 
multitude: 

23 And recovered again the 
moſt renowned temple in all 
the world, and delivered the 
City, and reſtored the laws 
that were aboliſhed, the Lord 
with all cleineney ſhewing 
mercy to them. 


Chap. II. 


24 And all ſuch things as 
have been compriſed in five 
books by Jaſon of Cyrene, we 
have attempted to abridge in 
one book. | 

25 For conſidering the mul- 
titude of books, and the diff» 
culty that they find that defire 
to undertake the narrations of 
hiſtories, becauſe of the mul- 
titude of the matter: 

26 We have taken this care, 
that they that are willing to 
read, might have delight: and 
that the ſtudious might the 
more eaſily commit all to me- 
mory: and that all that read 
might receive profit. 

27 And as to ourſelves in- 
deed, in undertaking this work 
of abridging, we have taken 
in hand (c) no eaſy taſk, yea 
rather a buſineſs full of watch- 
ing and ſweat. 

28 But as they that prepare 
a feaſt, and ſeek to ſatisfy the 
will of others: /o wwe, for the 


ſake of many, willingly un- 
dergo the labour. 


29 Leaving to the authors 
the exact handling of every 
particular, and as for our- 
ſelves, according to the plan 
propoſed, ſtudying to be brief. 

30 For as the maſter build- 
er of a new houſe muſt have 


| care of the whole building :

but he that taketh care to paint 
it, muſt ſeek out fit things for 
the adorning of it: ſo muſt it 
be judged of us. 

31 For to collect all that is 
to be known, to put the diſ- 
courſe in order, and curiouſly 
to diſcuſs every particular 
point, is the duty of the au- 
thor of a hiſtory : 

32 But to purſue brevity of 
ſpeech, and to avoid nice de- 
clarations of things, is to be 
granted to him that maketh 
an abridgment. 

33 Here then we will begin 
the narration : and let this be 
enough by way of a preface, 
for it is a fooliſh thing to make 
a long prologue, and to be 
ſhort in the ſtory itſelf. 


CRAFT. UL 
Heliodorus is ſent by king Se- 


leucus to take away tbe 
treaſures depoſited in the 
temple. He is flruck 
God, and healed by the pray- 
ers of the high prieſl. _ 
HEREFORZ when 
the holy city was 1n- 
habited with all peace, and 
the laws as yet were very well 
kept, becauſe of the godlineſs 
of Onias, the high prieſt, and 
the hatred his ſoul had for 
evil, | 5 
2 It came to paſs that even 
the kings themſelves, and the 
princes eſteemed the place wor- 
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thy of the higheſt honour, 
and glorified the temple with 
very great gifts: 

3 So that (a) Seleucus 
king of Aſia allowed out of 
his revenues all the charges 
belonging to the miniſtry of 
the ſacrifices. 

4 But one Simon of the tribe 
of Benjamin, who was ap- 
pointed overſeer of the wth 4 
ſtrove, in oppoſition to the 
high prieſt, to bring about 
ſome unjuſt thing in the city. 

5 And when Je could not 
overcome Onias, he went to 
Apollonius the ſon of Thar- 
ſeas, who at that time was 
governor of Celeſyria, and 
Phenicia: 

6 And told him, that the 
treaſury in Jeruſalem was full 
of immenſe ſums of money, 
and the common ſtore was in- 
finite, which did not belong 
to the account of the ſacri- 
ces: and that it was poſſible 
to bring all into the king's 
hands. 

7 Now when Apollonius 


had given the king notice con- 


cerning the money that he was 
told of, he called for Heliodo- 
rus, who had the charge over 
his affairs, and ſent him with 
commiſſhon to bring him the 
foreſatd money 

8 So Heliodotus forthwith 


began his journey, under a co- 


lour of viſiting the cities of 


Chap. III. (a) Ver. 3. 


Seleucus, ſon of Ant ioc bus the 
great, and elder brother of Ant ioc bus Epiphanes, 


Celeſyria 
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Celeſyria and Phenicia, but in 
deed to fulh! the king's pur- 
poſe. 

9 And when he was come 
to Jeruſalem, and had been 
courteouſly received in the ci- 
ty by the high prieſt, he told 
him what information had been 
given concerning the money : 
and declared the cauſe for 
which he was come: and aſked 
if theſe things were ſo indeed. 
10 Then the high prieſt told 
him that theſe were ſums de- 

oſited, and proviſions for the 
fabſittence of the widows and 
the fatherleſs: 

11 And that ſome part of 
that which wicked Simon had 

ven intelligence cf, belon 
— * of IL . 
man of great dignity: and that 
the whole was four hundred 
talents of ſilver, and two hun- 
dred of gold: 

12 But that to deceive 
them who had truſted to the 
place and temple which is ho- 
naured throughout the whole 
world, for the re7erence and 
holineſs of it, was a thing 
which could not by any means 
be done. 

13 But he, by reaſon of the 

orders he had received from 
the king, faid, that by all 
means the money muſt be 
carried to the king. 
14 So on the day he had 
appointed, Heliodorus enter- 
ed in to order this matter, 
But there was no ſmall terror 
throughout the whole city. 
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15 And the prieſts proſ- 


trated themſelves before the 


altar in their prieſts veſtments, 
and called upon him from 
heaven, who made the law 
concerning things given to be 
kept, that he would preſerve 
them ſafe, for them that had 
depoſited them. 

16 Now whoſoever ſaw the 
countenance of the high prieſt, 
was wounded in heart: for 
his face, and the changing of 
his colour, declared the inward 
forrow of his mind. 

17 For the man was fo com 
paſſed with ſadneſs and horroi 
of the body, that it was ma- 
nifeſt to them that beheld him, 
what ſorrow he had in his 
heart. 

18 Others alſo came flock 
ing together out of their hou- 
ſes, praying and making pub- 
lick ſupplication, becauſe the 
place was like to come into 
contempr. 

19 And the women girded 


with haircloth about their 


breaſts, came together in the 
ſtreets. And the virgins alfo 
that were ſhut up, came forth, 
ſome to Onias, and ſoine to the 
walls, and others looked out of 
the windows : 

20 And all holding up their 
hands towards heaven, made 
ſupplication. | 

21 For the expectation of 
the mixt multitude, and of the 
high prieſt who was in an ago- 
ny, would have moved any 


one to pity. 
22 And 
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22 And theſe indeed oalled 
upon almighty God, to pre- 
ſerve the things that had been 
committed to them, ſate and 
fure lor thoſe that had com- 
mitted them. 

23 But Heliodorus executed 
that which he had reſolved on, 
hiatelf being preſent in the 
ſame place with his guard 
about the treaſury. 

24 But the ſpirit of the al- 
mighty God gave a great evi- 
dence of his preſence, ſo that 
all that had preſumed to otey 
him, falling down by the pow- 
er of God were ſtruck with 
fainting and dread. * 

25 For there appeared to 
them a horſe with a terrible 
rider upon him, adorned with 
a very nch covering : and he 
ran hercely and ſtruck Helio- 
dorus with his fore-feet, and 
he that fat upon him, ſeemed 
to have armour of pold. 

26 Moreover there appear- 
ed two other young men beau- 
tiful and ſtrong, bright and 
glorious, and 1n comely ap- 


parel: who ſtood by him, on 


either ſide, and ſcourged him 
without ceaſing with“ many 
{tripes. 

27 And Heliodorus ſudden- 
ly fell to the ground, and the 
took him up covered wit 
1 darkneſs, and having put 

im into a litter they carried 
him out. 

28 So he that came with 
many ſervants, and all his 
guard into the foreſaid treaſu- 
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ry, was Carried out no one 
being able to help him, the 
manifeſt power of God being 
known. 

29 And he indeed by the 
power of God lay ſpeechleſs, 
and without all hope of re- 
covety. 

zo But they praiſed the 
Lord, becauſe he had gloritied 
his place: and the temple, 
that a little before was full 
of fear and trouble, when the 
almighty Lord appeared, was 
filled with joy a gladneſs. 

31 Then ſome of the 
friends of Heliodorus forth- 
with begged of Onias, that 
he would call upon the moſt 


High to grant him his life, 


who was ready to give up the 
ghoſt. 

32 So the high prieſt, con- 
fidering that the king might 
perhaps ſuſpect that ſome miſ- 
chief had been done to Heli- 
odorus by the Jews, offered a 
ſacrifice of health for the re- 
covery of the man. 

33 And when the high 
prieſt was praying, the ſame 
young men in the ſame cloth- 
ing ſtood by Heliodorus, and 
ſaid to him: Give thanks to 
Onias the prieft : becauſe for 
his ſake the Lord hath granted 
thee life. | 

34 And thou having been 
ſcourged by God, declare unto 


all men the great works and 
the power of . And hav- 
ing ſpoken thus, they appeared 
no more. 
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35 So Heliodorus, after he 
had offered a ſac rice to God, 


and made great vows to him, 


that had granted him lite, and 
given thanks to Onias, taking 
his troops with him, returned 
to the king. 

36 And he teſtiſied to all 
men the works of the great 
God, which he had ſeen with 
his own eyes. 

37 And when the king 
aſked Heljodorus, who might 
be a fit man to be ſent yet once 
more to Jeruſalem, he ſaid: 

38 I thou haſt any eneiny, 
or traitor to thy kingdom, ſend 
him thither, and thou ſhalt 
receive him again ſcourged, if 
ſo be he efcare; for there is 
undoubtedly in that place a 
certain power of Gad. 

39 For he that hath his 
dwelling in the heavens, is the 
viſiter, and protector of that 
. and he ſtriketh and de- 

royeth them that come to do 
evil to it. : 

40 And the things con- 
cerning Heliodorus, and the 
keeping of the treaſury icll out 
in this manner. 


CH ATP, IV, 
Onias has recourſe to the hing. 
The ambition and wiched- 
neſs of Jaſen and Menelaus. 


Onias is treacheroufly mur- 


- dered. 

UT Simon, of whom we 
B poke belbre, who was 
the beticyc: the money, 
and of hie Coniity, poke ill 
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of Onias, as though he had 
incite Helivcorus to do thele 
things, and had been the pro- 
moter of evils: 

2 And he preſumed to call 
him a traitor to the kingdom, 
who provided for the city, 
and defended his nation, and 
was zealous for the law of 
God. 

But when the enmities 
proceeded ſo far, that muſders 
alſo were cominitted by ſome 
of Simon's friends : 

4 Onias conſidering the 
danger of this contention, and 
that Apollonius who was the 
governor. of Celeſyria, and 
Phenicia, was outrageous, 
which encreaſed the malice of 
Simon, went to the Ling, 

5 Not to be an accuſer of 
his countrymen, but with a 
view to the common good of 
all the people. | 

6 For he ſaw that, except 
the king took care, it was 
unpoſlible that matters ſhould 
be ſettled in peace, or that 
Simon would ceaſe from his 
folly. 

7 But after the death of 
Seleucus, when Antiochus 
who was called the Illuſtrious, 
had taken poſſetſion of the 
kingdom, Jaſon the brother 
of Ouias ambitiully (ought 
the high-pric{thood : 

8 And went to the king, 
promiſing him three hundred 
and ſixty talents of ſilver, and 
out of other revenues tour- 


{core talents, 
g Beſides 
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9 Beſides this he 22 


alſo a hundted and fifty more, 
if he might have licence to 
ſet hin up a * for exerciſe, 
and a place for youth, and to 
entitle them, that were at Je- 
ruſalem, Antiochians. 

10 Which when the king 
had granted, and he had got- 
ten the rule into his hands, 
forthwith he began to bring 
over his countrymen to the 
faſhion of the heathens. 

11 And aboliſhing thoſe 
things, which had been de- 
creed of ſpecial favour by the 
kings in behalf of the Jews, 
by the means of John the 
father of that Eupolenius, who 


went auibaſtzdgur to Rome ta! 


make amity and alliance, he 
diſannulled the lawful ordi- 
nances of the citizens, and 
brought in faſhions that were 
perverſe. 

12 For he had the bold- 
neſs to ſet up, under the very 
caſtle, a place of exerciſe, and 
to put all the choiceſt youths 
in brothel houſes. 

13 Now this was not 2 
bare beginning, but an increaſe, 
and progreſs of heathenith 
and foreign manners, through 
the abominable and unheard 
of wickedneſs of Jaſon, that 
ungodly wretch and no prieſt. 

14 Inſomuch that the prieſts 
were not now occupied about 
the offices of the altar, but 
deſpiſing the temple and ne- 
glecting the ſacrifices, haſtened 
to be partakers of the games, 
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and of the unlawful allowance 
thereof, and of the exerciſe of 
the dlicus. ; 

15 And ſetting nought by 
the honours of their fathers, 
they eſteemed the Grecian 
glories for the beſt : 

16 For the ſake of which 
they incurred a dangerous con- 
tention, and followed earneſt- 
ly their ordinances, and in all 
things they coveted to be like 
them, who were their enemies 
and murderers. 

17 For acting wicked! 
againſt the laws of God dot 
not paſs unpuniſhed: but this 
the time following will de- 
clare, 

13 Naw when the game 
that was uſed every fifth year 
was kept at Tyre, the king 
being preſent, 

19 The wicked Jaſon ſent 
from Jeruſalem ſinful men to 
carry three hundred didrach- 
mas of ſilver for the ſacrifice 
of Hercules; but the bearers 
thereof deſired it might not 
be beſtowed on the ſacrifices, 
becaule it was not neceſſary, 
but might be deputed for other 
charges. 

20 So the money was ap- 
pointed by him that ſent it to 
the ſacrifice of Hercules: but 


becauſe of them that carried it 


was employed for the making 
of galleys. 

21 Now. when Apollonius 
the ſon of Mneſtheus was ſent 
into Egypt to treat with 


| the nobles of king Philometor, 


and 
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and Antiochos underſtood | 
that he was wholly excluded 
from the affairs of the king- 
dom, conſulting his own in- 
tereſt, he depa;ted thence and 
came to Joppe, and from 
thence to ]cruſalem. 

22 Where he was received 
in. a magnificent manner by 
Jaſon, and the city, and 
came in vit“ torch-lichts, 

, . 2 
and with praiſes: and hon 
thence he returned with bi. 
army into Phericia. 

23 [| hree years aſterwards 
Jaſon fent Menelans brother of 
the aforeſaid Simon, to carry 
money to the king, and to 
bring anſwers from him con- 
cerningcertainnecellaryaliairs.' 

24 But he being recom- 
menced to the king, when he 
had magnified the appearance 
of his power, got the high 
prieſthood for hiinſelf, by of- 
_ more than Jaſon by three 
hundred talents of filyer. 

25 So having received the 
king's mandate, he returned 
2 nothing worthy of 
the high prieſthood: but hav- 
ing the nund of a cruel tyrant, 
and the rage of a "ms 


26 Then Jaſon, who had 
undermined his own brother, 


being himſelf undermined was | 


driven out a fugitive into the 

country of the Ammanites. 
27 So Menelaus got the 

principality : but as for the 
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the king he took no care, 
when Soſtratus the goveinor 
o! the caſtle called for it. 

28 (For to him appertained 
the gathering of the taxes) : 
wherefore they were both 
called before the king. 

29 And Menelaus was re- 
moved from the prieſthood, 
Lyſimachus his brother ſuc- 
cecding: and Softratus was 
made governor of the Cy- 
prians. | 
30 When theſe things were 
in doing, it fell out that they 
of Tharſus, and Mallos raiſed 
a ſecition, becauſe they were 
given for a gift to Antiochis 
the king's concubine. 

31 The king therefore went 
in all haſte to appeaſe them, 
leavirg Andronicus one of his 
nobles for his deputy. 

32 Then Menelaus ſuppoſ- 
ing that he had found a conve- 
nient time, having ſtolen cer- 
tain veſſels of gold out of the 
temple, gave them to Andro- 
nicus, and others he had fold 
at 'Tyre, and in the neigh- 
bouring cities: f 

33 Which when Onias 
knew of a certainty, he repro- 
ved him, keeping himſelf in 
a ſafe place at Antioch beſide 
Daphne. 

34 Whereupon Menelaus 
coming to Andronicus, de- 
fired him to kill Onias. And 
he went to Onias, and gave 
him his right hand with an 


money he had promiſed to 


| oath and (though he were ſuſ- 
| peed 
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pected by him) perſuaded him 
to come forth out of the ſanc- 
tuary, and immediately flew 
him, without any regard to 
juſtice. 

35 For which cauſe not 
only the Jews, but al'o the 
other nations, conceived in- 
dignation, and were much 
grieved for the unjult murder 
of ſo great a man. 

36 And when the king was 
come back from the places 
of Cilicia, the Jews that were 
at Antioch, and alio the 
Greeks went to him: com- 
plaining of the unjuſt murdet 
of Onias. 

37 Antiochus therefore was 
grieved in his mind for Onias, 
and being inoved to pity, ſhed 


tears, remembering the ſo- 
briety and modeſty of the de- 
ceaſed. 

38 And being inflamed | 
to anger, he commanded 
Andronicus to be {tripped of 
his purple, and to be led 
about through all the city : 
and that in the ſame place 
wherein he had committed 
the 1mpiety againſt Onias, the 
ſacrilegious wretch ſhould be 


ing him his deſerved punith- 
ment. 

39 Now when many fa- 
crileges had been committed 
by Lyſimachus in the temple 
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and the rumour of it was 
ſpread abroad, the multitude 
gathered themſelves together 
againſt Lyſimachus, a great 
quantity of gold being already 
carried away. 

40 Wherefore the multi- 
tude making an inſurrection, 
and their minds being filled 
with anger, Lyſimachus arm- 
ed about three thouſand 
men, and began to uſe vio- 
lence, one ['yrannus being 
captain, a man far gone 
both in age, and in mad- 
neſs. 

41 But when they per- 
ceived the attempt of Lyſi- 
machus, ſome caught up 
ſtones, ſome ſtrong clubs: 
and ſome threw athes upon 
Lyſimachus. 

42 And many of them were 
wounded, and ſome ſtruck 
down to the ground, but all 
were put to flight: and as for 
the ſacrilegious fellow himſelf 
they flew him beſide the trea- 
ſury. 

43 Now concerning theſe 
matters an accuſation was 
laid againſt Menelaus. 

44 And when the king 
was come to Tyre, three 
men were ſeift from the an- 
cients to plead the cauſe be- 
fore him. 

45 But Menelaus being 
convicted, promiſed (a) Pto- 


by the counſel of Menelaus, 


lemee to give him much 


Chap. IV. (2) Ver. 45. Pole mee. 
menus, a favourite of the king. 


The ſon of Dory- 


money 


478 2 MACHABE ES. Chap. v. 


money to perſuade the king 
to favour him. 

46 So Ptolemee went to 
the king in a certain court 
where he was, as it were to 
cool himſelf, and brought 
him to be of another mind: 

47 So Menelaus who was 
guilty of all the evil, was 
acquited by him of the ac- 
cuſations: and thoſe poor 
men, who, if they had plead- 
ed their cauſe even before 
Scythians, ſhould have been 
judged innocent were con- 
demned to death. 

48 Thus, they that pro- 
ſecuted the cauſe for the city, 
and for the people, and the 
facred veſſels, did ſoon ſuffer 
unjuſt puniſhment. 2 

49 Wherefore even the 
Tyrians being moved with 
indignation, were very li- 
beral towards their burial. 

co And ſo through the 
covetouſneſs of them that 
were in power, Menelaus 
continued in authority, in- 
creaſing in malice to the be- 
traying of the citizens. 


CHAP. V. 
Wonderful figns are ſeen in 


the air. Jaſons wicked- 
neſs and end. Antiochus 
takes L and plun- 
ders the temple 


T' the ſame time An- 

tiochus prepared for a 
ſecond journey into Egypt. 

2 And it came to paſs, 


that throughout the whole 
city of Jeruſalem for the 
ſpace of forty days there 
were ſeen horſemen running 
in the air, in gilded raiment, 
and armed with ſpears, like 
bands of ſoldiers, 

3 And horſes ſet in order 
by ranks, running and en- 
countering one againſt an- 
other, with the ſhakings of 
ſhields, and a multitude of 
men in helmets with drawn 
ſwords, and caſting of darts, 
and glittering of golden ar- 
mour, and of harneſſes of all 
ſorts. 

4. Wherefore all men 
prayed that theſe prodigies 
might turn to good. 

5 Now: when there was 
gone forth a falſe rumour, 
as though Antiochus had 
been dead, Jaſon taking with 
him no fewer than a thou- 
ſand men, ſuddenly aſſault- 
ed the city: and though the 
Citizens ran together to the 


wall, the city at length was 


taken, and Menelaus fled 
into the caſtle. 

6 But Jaſon ſlew his coun- 
trymen without mercy, not 
confidering that proſperity 
againſt one's own kindred is 
a very great evil, thinking 


they had heen enemies, and 


not citizens, whom he con- 
quered. 

7 Yet he did not get the 
principality, but received 
confuſion at the end, for the 
reward of his treachery, = 

ed 
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fled again into the country 
of the Ammanites. 

8 At the laſt having been 
ſhut up by Aretas the king 
of the Arabians, in order for 
his deſtruction, flying from 
city to city, hated by all 
men, as a forſaker of the 
laws, and had in abomination, 
as an enemy of his country 
and countrymen, he was thruſt 
out into Egypt: 

9 And he that had driven 
many out of their country, 
perithed in a ſtrange land, go- 
ing to Lacedemon, as if for 
kindred fake he ſhould have 
refuge there: 

10 But he that had caſt out 
many unburied, was himſelf 
caſt forth both unlamented 
and unburied, neither having 
foreign burial, nor being par- 
taker of the ſepulchre of his 
fathers. 

11 Now when theſe things 
were done, the king ſuſpected 
that the Jews would forſake 
the alliance: whereupon de- 


-parting out of Egypt with a 


turious mind, he took the city 
by force of arms. 

12 And commanded the ſol- 
diers to kill, and not to ſpare 
any that came in their way, 
and to go up into the houſes 
to flay. 

13 Thus there was a ſlaugh- 
ter of young and old, a de- 
ſtruction of women and chil- 
dren, and killing of virgins 
and infants. wo 
14 And there were ſlain 
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in the ſpace of three whole 
days tourlcore thouſand, for- 
ty thouſand were made priſo- 
ners, and as many. fold. 

15 But this was not enough, 
he preſumed alſo to enter into 
the temple, the moſt holy in 
all the world, Menelaus that 
traitor to the laws, and 
to his country, being his 


guide. 


16 And taking in his wick- 
ed hands the holy veſſels, 
which were given by other 
kings and cities for the or- 
nainent and the glory of the 
place, he unworthily handled 
and profaned them. 

17 Thus Antiochus going 
aſtray in mind, did not conſi- 
der that God was angry for a 
while, becauſe of the fins of 
the inhabitants of the city : 
and therefore this con- 
tempt had happened to the 
place : | 

18 Otherwiſe had they 
not been involyed in many 
fins, as Heliodorus, who was 


! ſent by king Seleucus to rob 


the treaſury, ſo this man 
alſo, as ſoon as he had come, 
had been forthwith ſcourg- 
ed, and put back from his 
preſumption. 

19 But God did not chooſe 
the people for the place's ſake, 
but the place for the people's 
lake. 

20 And therefore the place 
alſo itſelf was made partaker 
of the evils of the people: 
but afterward ſhall commu- 

nicate 
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nicate in the gobd things 
thereof, and as it was for- 
ſaken in the wrath of al- 
mighty God, ſhall be exalted 
again with great glory, when 
the great Lord ſhall be re- 
conciled. . 

21 So when Antiochus 
had taken away out of the 
temple a thouſand and eight 
hundred talents, he went 
back in all haſte to Antioch, 
thinking through pride, that 
he might now _ the land 
navigable, and the fea pat- 
ſable on foot: ſuch was the 
haughtineſs of his mind. 

22 He left alto governors 
to affiict the people: at je- 
ruſalem, Philip, a Phrygian 
by birth, but in manners more 
barbarous than he that ſet 
him there: 

23 And in Garizim, An- 
dronicus, and Menelaus, Who 
bore a more heavy hand up- 
on the citizens than the reſt. 

24 And whereas he was 
ſet againſt the Jews, he ſent 
that hateful prince Apollo- 
nius with an army of tw 
and twenty thouſand . men, 
commanding him to kill al] 
that were ot perfect age, and 
to fell the women and the 
younger ſort. 

25 Who, when he was 
come to Jeruſalem, pretend- 
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ing peace, reſted till the holy 
day of the ſabbath: and then 
the Jews keeping holiday, he 
commanded his men to take 
arms, 

26 And he flew all that 
were come forth to ſee : and 
running through the city 
with armed men he deſtroyed 
a very great multitude. 

27 But Judas Machabeus, 
who (a) was the tenth, had 
withdrawn himſelf into a de- 
fart place, and there lived a 
amongſt wild beaſts in the 
mountains with his compa- 
ny : and they continued feed- 
ing on herbs, that they might 
not be partakers of the pol- 


lution. 
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Antiochus commands the law 
to be aboliſbed, ſets up an 
idol in the temple, and per- 


ſecutes the faithful. The 
martyrdom of Eleazar. 


B U T not long after the 
king ſent a certain old 
man of Antioch, to compel 
the Jews to depart from the 
laws of their tathers and of 
God: 

2 And to defile the temple 
that was in Jeruſalem, and 
to call it the temple of Ju- 
piter Olympius : and (6) 


that in Garizim of Jupiter 


Hoſpitalis 


Cha T1 Ver! 27. Was the tenth. That is, he had 


nine others 1n his company. 
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were that inhabited the place. 

3 And very bad was this 
invaſion of evils and grievous 
to all: 

4 For the temple was full 
of the riot and revellings of 
the gentiles: and of men 
lying with lewd women. 
And women thruſt them- 
ſelves of their own accord 
into the holy places, and 
brought in things that were 
not lawful. 

5 The altar alſo was fill- 
ed with unlawful things, 
which were forbidden by the 
laws. 

6 And neither were the 
ſabbaths kept, nor the ſo- 
lemn days of the fathers ob- 
ſerved, neither did any man 
plainly profeſs hiniſelf to be 
a Jew. 

7 But they were led by 
bitter conſtraint on the king's 
birth-day to the ſacrifices: 
and when the feaſt ot Bac- 
chus was kept, they were 
compelled to go about crown- 
ed with ivy in honour of 
Bacchus. 

8 And there went out a 


decree into the neighbour- 


ing Cities of the gentiles, 


by the ſuggeſtion of the 


| 
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Iloſpitalis, according as they 


ſhould act in like manner 
agalnſt the jews, to oblige 
them to ſacrifice: 


9 And whoſoever would 


not conform themſelves to 


the ways of the heathens, 
ſhould be put to death. Then 
was miſery to be ſeen. 

10 For two women were 
accuſed to have circumciſed 
their children: whom, when 
they had openly led about 
through the city with the 
infants hanging at their 
breaſts, they threw down 
headlong from the walls. 

11 And others. that had 
met together in caves that 
were near, and were keep- 
ing the ſabbath-day private- 
ly, being diſcovered by (3) 
Philip, were burnt with fire, 
becauſe they made a con- 
ſcience to help theinſelves 
with thier hands, by reaſon 
of the religious obſervance of 
the day. 

12 Now I befeech thoſe 
that ſhall read this book, that 
they be not ſhocked at thele 
calamities, but that they con- 
ſider the things that hap- 
pened, not as being for the 
deſtruction, but for the cor- 
rection of our nation. 


13 For it is a token of 


Ptolemeans, that they alſo| great goodneſs when ſinners 


of the Samaritans. And as they were orignally ſtrangets, 
the name of Hoſpitalis (which ſignifies „ or helonging 19

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ate not ſuffered to go on in 


their ways for a long time, 
but are preſently — 

14 For, not as with other 
nations (whom the Lord pa- 
tiently expecteth, that when 
the day of judgment ſhall 
come, he may puniſh them in 
the fulneſs of their fins): 

15 Doth he alſo deal with 
us, lo as to ſuffer our fins to 
come to their height, and 
then take vengeance on us. 

16 And therefore he ne- 
ver withdraweth his mercy 
from us : but though he 
chaſtiſe his people with ad- 
verſity, he forſaketh them 
Not. 

17 But let. this ſuffice, in 
a few words, for a warning 
to the readers. And now 
we muſt come to the narra- 
tion. 

18 Eleazar, one of the 
chief of the ſcribes, a man 
advanced in years, and of a 
comely countenance, was 
preſſed to open his mouth to 
eat ſwine's fleſh. 

19 But he, chooſing rather 
a moſt glorious death than 
a hate ul life, went forward 
of his own accord to the 
torment. 

20 And conſidering in 
what manner he was to come 
to it, patiently bearing, he 
determined not to do any 
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unlawful things tor the love 
of life. | 

21 But they that Hood by, 
being moved with (c) wick- 
ed pity, for the old friendſhip 
they had with the man, taking 
him aſide, deſired that fleſh 
might be brought, which it 
was lawful for him to eat, 
that he might make as it he 
had eaten, as the king had 
commanded, ot the fleſh of 
the ſacrifice : 

22 That by ſo doing he 
might be delivered from 
death : and for the ſake of 
their old friendſhip with the 
man, they did him this cour- 
teſy. 

23 But he began to con- 
ſider the dignity of his age, 
and his ancient years, and the 
inbred honour of his grey 
head, and his good life and 
converſation from a child : 
and he anſwered without de- 
lay, according to the ordinan- 
ces of the holy law made by 
God, ſaying, that he would 
rather be ſent into the other 
world. | 
24 For it doth not become 
our age, faid he, to diſſem- 
ble: whereby many young 
perſons might think that 
Eleazar, at the age of four- 
{core and ten years, was gone 
over to the lite of the hea- 
thens : |

25 And 


by diſſimulation. 
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25 And fo they, through 


my diſſimulation, and for a 


little time of a corruptible | 


life, ſhould be deceived, and 
hereby I ſhould bring a ſtain, 
and a curſe upon my old 
age. 

26 For though, for the 
preſent time, I ſhould be 
delivered from the puniſh- 
ments of men, yet ſhould 1 
not eſcape the hand of the 
Almighty neither alive nor 
dead. | 

27 Wherefore by depart- 
ing manfully out of this life, 
I ſhall ſhew myſelf worthy of 
my old age: 

28 And I ſhall leave an ex- 
ample of fortitude to young 
men, if with a ready mind and 
conſtancy I ſulfer an honour- 
able death, for the molt vene- 
rable and moſt holy laws. 
And having ſpoken thus, he 
was forthwith carried to exe- 
cution. 

29 And they that led him, 
and had been a little betore 
more mild, were changed 
to wrath for the words he had 
ſpoken, which they thought 
were uttered out of airo- 
gancy. 

zo But when he was now 
ready to die wit. the ſtripes, 
he groaned, and fad : O 
Lord, who hal: the hol 
knowledge, thorn knowe! 
manileſtly that whereas J 
might be deliveied from 
death, I ſufter grievous pains 
in body: but in 8 
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well content to ſuffer theſe 
things becauſe I fear thee. 

31 Thus did this man die, 
dry not only to young 
men, but alſo to the whole 
nation, the memory of his 
death for an example of vir- 
tue and fortitude. 


CHA P. VIL 


The gloricus martyrdom of the 
Seven brethren, and their 
mother. 


T: came to paſs alſo, that 
ſeven brethren, together 
with their mother, were ap- 
prehended, and compelled 
by the king to eat ſwine's 
fleſh againſt the law, for 
which end they were tor- 
mented with whips and 
* 

2 But one of them, who 
was the eldeſt, ſaid thus: 
What wouldeſt thou aſk, or 
learn of us? we are ready 
to die rather than to tranf- 
greſs the laws of God, re- 
ceived from our fathers. 

3 Then the king being 
angry commanded frying- 
pans, and braſen cauldrons to 
be made hot: which forth- 
with being heated, 

4 He commanded to cut 
out the tongue of him that 
had ſpoken firſt : and the ſkin 
of his head being drawn off, 
to chop off alſo the extremi- 
ties of his hands and teet, the 
reſt of his brethren, and his 
mother looking on. 


5 And when he was now 


maimed 


him a mocking-ftock : 


4% 
maimed in all parts, he com- 
manded him, being yet alive, 
to be brought to the fre, 
and to be fried in the frying- 
pan: and while he was ſut- 
fering therein long torments, 
the reſt, together with the 
mother, exhorted one another 
to die manfully, 

6 Saying: 'The Lord God 
will logk upon the truth, and 
will take pleaſure in us, as 
Moſes declared in the pro- 
ſeſſion of the canticle : And 
in his ſervants he will take. 
picaſure. 

7 So when the firſt was 
dead after this manner, they 
brought the next to make 
and 
when they had pulled off the 
ſkin of his head with the hair, 
they aſked him if he would 
eat, before he were punithec 
thtoughout the whole body in 
every linib. | 

8 But he anfwered in his 


- own language, and faid : I 


will not do it. Wherefore 
he alſo, in the next place, 
received the torments of the 
farit : 

And wien he was at 
the laft gaſp, be faid thus: 
Thou indeed, O moſt wicked 
man, deſtroyedit us out of this 
pretent life: but the King of 
the world will raiſe us up 
who die for his laws, in the 
reſurrection of eternal life. 

10 After him the third 
was made 2 mocking- lock, 


aud when he was 1equired, 


ſeed. 
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he quickly put forth his 
tongue, and courageouſl 
ſtretched out his — 4 

11 And faid with confi- 
dence : Theſe I have from 
heaven, but for the laws of 
God I now deſpiſe them, 
becauſe I hope to receive 
them again from him. 

12 So that the king, and 
they that were with him, won- 
dered at the young man's cou- 
rage, becauſe he eſteemed the 
torments as nothing. 

13 And after he was thus 
dead, they tormented the 
fourth in like manner. 

14 And when he was now 
ready to die, he ſpoke thus: 
It is better, being put to death 
by men, to look 1or hope 
from God, to be raiſed up 
again by him. For, as to 
thee, thou ſhalt have no re- 
ſutrection unto. lite. 

15 And when they had 
brought the fifth, they tor- 
mented him. But he looking 
upon the king, 

16 Said: Whereas thou 
haſt power among men, 
though thou art cortuptible, 
thou doit what thou wilt: 
bur think not that our nation 
is torfaken by God. 

17 But ſtay patiently a 
while, and thou ſhalt lee his 
great power, 11 what manner 
he will torment thee, and thy 
18 After him they brought 
the ſixth, and he being ready 


to die, ſpoke thus: 


Be not 
deceived 


„ 
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deceived without cauſe: for 
we ſuffer theſe things for 
ourſelves, having ſinned a- 
gainſt our God, and things 
worthy of admiration are 
done to us: 

19 But do not think that 


thou ſhalt eſcape unpuniſhed, 


for that thou haſt attempted 
to fight againſt God. 

20 Now the mother was 
to be admired above mea- 
ſure, and worthy to be re- 
membered by good men, 
who beheld her ſeven ſons 
ſlain in the ſpace of one day, 
and bore it with a good cou- 
rage, for the hope that ſhe 
had in God : | 

21 And ſhe bravely ex- 
horted every one of them in 
her own language, bein 
filled with wiſdom : — 
Joining a man's heart to a 
woman's thoughts, 

22 She ſaid to them : I 
know not how you were 
formed in my womb : for 1 
neither- gave you breath, nor 
ſoul, nor life, neither did J 
frame the limbs of every one 
of you. 

23 But the Creator of the 
world, that formed the na- 
tivity of man, and that found 
out the origin of all, he will 
reſtore to you . again in his 
mercy, both breath and life, 
as now you deſpiſe your- 
ſelves for the- ſake of his 
laws. . 

24 Now Antiochus think- 
ing himſelf deſpiſed, * 
| 3 
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withal ſuſpecting words of 
reproach, when the youngeſt 
was yet alive, did not only 
exhort him by words, but 
alſo aſſured him with an 
oath, that he would make 
him a rich and a happy man, 
and, if he would turn from 
the laws of his fathers, would 
take him for a friend, and 
turniſh him with a// things 
neceſſary. 

25 But when the young 
man was not moved avith 
theſe things, the king called 
the mother, and counſelled 
her to deal with the young 
man to ſave hislite. 

26 And when he had ex- 
horted her with many words, 
the promiſed that ſhe would 
counſel her ſon. 

27 So bearing herſelf to- 
wards him, mocking the 
cruel tyrant, ſhe ſaid in her 
own language: My fon, 
have pity upon me, that bore 
thee nine months in my. 
womb, and gave thee ſuck 
three years, and nouriſhed 
thee, and brought thee up 
unto this age. 

28 I beleech tee, my ſon, 
look upon heaven and earth, 
and all that is in them: 
and conſider that God made 
them out of nothing, and 
mankind allo : 

29 So thou ſhalt not fear 
this tormenter, but being 
made a worthy partner with 
thy brethren, receive death, 
that in that mercy I may 
receive 
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receive thee acain with thy 
brethren. 

3o While ſhe was yet ſpeak- 
ing theſe words, the young 
man faid : for whom do you 
ftay ? I will not obey the com- 
mandment of the king, but 
the commandment of the 
law, which was given us by 
Moles. 

31 But thou that haſt 
been the author of all miſ- 
chief againit the Hebrews, 
ſhalt not eſcape the hand of 
God. | 

32 For we ſufter thus for 
our ſins. 

33 And though the Lord 
our God is angry with us a 
little while for our chaſtiſe- 
went and correction: yet he 
will be reconciled again to 
his ſervants. 

34 But thon, O ungraci- 
ous, and of all others the moſt 
wicked, be not lifted up with- 
out cauſe with vain hopes, 
whilſt thou art raging againſt 
his ſervants. 

35 For thou haſt not yet 
eſcaped the judgment of the 
aknighty God, who behold- 
eth all things. 

36 For my brethren hav- 
ing now undergone a ſhort 


pain, are undet the cove- | 


nant of eternal life: but 
thou by the judgment of God 
ſhalt receive jult puniſhment 
for thy pride. 

37 But 1 like my brethren 
ofter up my life and my bo- 


dy for the laws of our fa- 


thers: calling upon God to be 
ſpeedily merciful to our nati- 
on, and that thou by torments 
and ſtripes mayeſt confeſs that 
he alone is God. 

38 But in me and in my 
brethren the wrath of the Al- 
mighty, which hath juſtly 
been brought upon all our na- 
tion, ſhall ceaſe. 

39 Then the king being in- 
cenſed with anger, raged a- 
gainſt him more cruelly than 
all the reſt, taking it griev- 
ouſly that he was mocked. 

40 So this man alſo died 
undefiled, wholly truſting in 
the Lord. 

41 And laſt of all after 
the ſons the mother alſo was 
conſumed. 5 

42 But now there is enough 
ſaid of the ſacrifices, and of 
the exceſſive cruelties. 


r 


Judas Machabeus gathering 
an army gains divers vic- 
tories. - 


UT Judas Machabeus 
and they that were with 
him, went privately into the 
towns: and calling together 
their kinſinen and friends, and 
taking unto them ſuch as con- 
tinued in the Jews religion, 
they afſembled ſix thouſand 
men. 
2 And they called upon 
the Lord, that he would look 
upon his people that was trod- 


den down by all, and would 


have pity on the temple, that 
Was 
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was defiled by the wicked: 

3 That he would havepity 
alſo upon the city that was 
deſtroyed, that was ready to 
be made even with the ground, 
and would hear the voice ol 
the blood that cried to hin. 

4 That he would remem- 
ber alſo the moſt unjuſt deaths 
of innocent children, and the 
blaſphemies offered to his 
name, and would ſhew his in- 
dignation on this occaſion. 

5 Now when Machabeus 
had gathered a multitude, he 
could not be withſtood by the 


heathens: for the wrath of 
the Lord was turned into mer- 


cy. 
6 So coming unawares u 
on the towns, aud cities, he 
ſet them on fire, and taking 
poſſetſion of the moſt commo- 
Cious places, he made no {mall 
ſlaughter of the enemies: 


7 And eſpecially in the 


nights he went upon theſe ex- 
peditions, and the fame of his 
valour was ſpread abroad eve- 
ry where. 

8 Then (a) Philip ſeeing 
that the man gained ground 
by little and little, and that 
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things for the moſt part ſuc- 
ceeded proſperouſly with lim, 
wrote to Ptolemee the gover- 
nor of Celeſvria and Phent- 
cia, to {end aid to the king's 
aftairs. 

9 And he with all ſpeed 
ſent Nicanor the fon of Pa- 
troclus, one of his ſpecial 
triends, giving Lim no fewer 
than (5) twenty thouſand 
armed men of diſferent na- 
tions, to root out the whole 
race of the jews, joining allo 
with him Gorgias a good ſol- 
dier, and of great experience 
in matters of war. 

10 And Nicanor purpoſed 
to rat e for the king the tri- 
bute of two thouſand talents, 
that was to be given to the Ro- 
mans, by making ſo much 
money of the captive Jews: 

11 Wherefore he lent im- 
mediately to the cities upon 
the ſea coaſt, to invite nien 
together to buy up the Jew- 
iſh ſlaves, promiſing that they 
ſhould bave ninety ſlaves for 
one talent, not reflecting on 
the vengeance, Which was to 


follow him from the Alaugh- 
ty. 


Chap. VIIL (a) Ver. 8: Philip ſecing, Sc. The governor 
of Jeruſalein found himſelf unable to cope with Judas, ef- 
pecially after the victorics he had obtained over Apollonius 


and Seron, 1 Mach. iii. 


() Ver. 9. Twenty thouſand. The whole number of the 
forces ſent at that time into Judea, was 40000 footmen and 
7000 horſemen, 1 Mach. 1ii. 30. But only 20000 are here 
taken notice of, becauſe there were no more with Nicanor at

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12 Now when Judas found 
that Nicanor was coming, he 
imparted to the Jews that 
were with him, that the ene- 
my was at hand. 

13 And ſome of them be- 
Ing afraid, and diſtruſting the 
juſtice of God, fled away: 

14 Others ſold all that 
they had left, and withal be- 
ſought the Lord, that he 
would deliver them from the 
wicked Nicanor, who had ſold 
them before he came near 
them: 

15 And if not for their 


fakes, yet for the covenant 


that he had made with their 
fathers, and for the ſake of 
his holy and glorious name 
that was invoked upon them. 
16 But Machabeus calling 
together (c) ſeven thouſand, 
that were with him, exhort- 
ed them not to be reconciled 
to the enemies, nor to fear 
the multitude of the enemies 
who came wrongfully againſt 
them, but to fight manfully : 
17 Setting before their eyes 
the injury they bad unjuſt] 
done the holy place, and alſo 
the injury they had done to 
the city, which had been 
ſhamefully abuſed, beſides 
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their deſtroying the ordinances 
of the fathers. 

18 For, ſaid he, they truſt 
in their weapons, and in their 
boldneſs : but we truſt in the 
Almighty Lord, who at a 
beck can utterly deſtroy both 
them that come againſt us, 
and the whole world. 

19 Moreover he put them 
in mind alſo of the helps their 
fathers had received from 
God : and how under. Sen- 
nacherib a hundred and eighty 
five thouſand had been de- 
ſtroyed. 

20 And of the battle, that 
they had fought againſt the 
(4) Galatians in Babylonia, 
how they, being in all bur 
fix thouſand, when it came 
to the point, and the Mace- 
donians their companions were 
at a ſtand, ſlew a hundred and 
twenty thouſand, becauſe of 
the help they had from hea- 
ven, and for this they receiv- 
ed many favours. 

21 Wich theſe words they 
were greatly encouraged, and 
diſpoſed even to die for the 
laws, and their countty. 

22 80 he appointed his 


brethren captains over each

and 
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and Joſeph, and Jonathan, 
iving to each one fifteen 
— ndred men. | 

23 And after the holy 
book had been read to them 
by Eſdras, and he had given 


them for a watch-word, The 


help of God: himſelf lead- 
ing the firſt band, he joined 
battle with Nicanor : 

224 And the almighty be- 
ing their helper, they flew 
(e) above nine thouſand men: 
and having wounded and diſ- 
abled the greater part of Ni- 
canor's army they obliged 
them to flee. 

25 And they took the mo- 
ney of them that came to 
buy them, and they purſued 
them on every ſide. 

26 But they came back 
ſor want of time: for it was 
the day beſore the fabbath: 
and thereſore they did not 
continue the purſuit. 

27 But when taey had ga- 
thered together their arms 
and their ſpoils, they kept the 
ſabbath: blefiing the Lord 
who had delivered them that 


day, diſtilling the beginning | 


of mercy upon them. 
28 Then after the ſabbath 
they divided the ſpoils to the 


feeble and the orphans, and | 


the widows: and the reſt th 


took for themſelves and their 
ſervants. | 
29. When this was done, 


and they had all made a com- 
mon ſupplication, they be- 
ſought the merciful Lord, to 
be reconciled to his ſervants 
unto the end. 

30 Moreover they ſlew 
above twenty ee of 
them that were with Timo- 
theus and Bacchides who 
_ againſt them, and they 
made themſelves maſters of 
the high ſtrong-holds: and 
they divided amongſt them ma- 
ny ſpoils, giving equal porti- 
ons to the teeble, the father- 
leſs, and the widows, yea and. 
the-aged alſo. 

31 And when they had 
carefully gathered together 
their arms, they laid them all- 
up in convenient places, and. 
the reſidue of their ſpoils they 
carried to Jeruſalem : 

32. They flew alfo Philar- 
ches who was with Timothe- 
us, a Wicked man, who had' 
many ways afflicted the Jews. 

33 And when they kept. 
the feaſt of the victory at Je- 
ruſalem, they burnt Calliſ- 
thenes, that had ſet ſire to the 
holy gates, who had taken re- 
fuge in a certain houſe, ren- 
dering to him a worthy te- 
ward for his impieties: 

34 But as for that moſt 
wicked man Nicanor, who 
had brought a thouſand mer- 
| Chants to the ſale of the Jews,

T that time Antiochus 

returned with diſhonour 
out of Perſia. 

2 For he had entered into 
the city, called () Perſepolis, 
and attempted to rob the tem- 
ple, and to oppreſs the city: 
but the multitude running to- 

ethet to arms, put them to 
flight : and ſo it fell out that 
Antiochus being put to flight 
returned with diſgrace. 

Now when he was come 
about Ecbatana, he received 
the rews of what had happen- 
ed to Nicanor and Timotheus. 

4 And ſwelling with an- 
ger, he thought to revenge 


| wickedneſs. 


| 
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upon the Jews the injury done 
by them, that had put him 
to flight. And therefore he 
commanded his chariot to be 
driven, without ſtopping in 
his journey, the judgment of 
heaven urging him forward, 
becauſe he had ſpoken fo 
proudly, that he wonld come 
to Jeruſalem, and make it a 
common burying - place of 
the Jews. 

f But the Lord the God 
of Iſrael that ſeeth all things, 
ſtruck him with an incurable 
and an inviſible plague. For as 
ſoon as he had ended theſe 


-words, a dreadful pain in his 


bowels came upon him, and 
bitter torments of the inner 
arts: 4 

6 And indeed very juſtly, 
ſeeing he had tormented the 
bowels of others with many 
and new torments, albeit he 
by no means ceaſed from his 


Moreover being filled 
with pride, breathing out tire 
in his rage againſt the Jews, 
and commanding the matter 
to be haſtened, it happened as 
he was going with violence 
that he geh from the chariot, 
ſo that bis limbs were much 
pained by a grievous bruiſing 


of the body. 


8 Thus he that ſeemed to 
himſelf to command even the

and to weigh the heights of 
the mountains in a balance, 
now being caſt down to the 
ground was carried in a litter, 
bearing witneſs to the mant- 
feſt power of God in himſelf : 
9 So that worms ſwarm- 
ed out of the body of this 
man, and whilſt he lived in fo-- 
row and pain, his fleſh fell off, 
and the filthineſs of his ſmell 
was noiſome to the army.

16 The holy temple alſo, 
which before he had ſpoiled, 
he promiſeth to adorn with 
goodly gifts, and to multiply 
the holy veſſels, and to allow 
out of his revenues the charges 
pertaining to the ſacrifices.

would go thiough every place 
of the earth, and declare the 
power of God.

17 And aſſaulting them 
with great force, won the 
holds, Filled them that came in 
the way, and flew all together 
no fewer than twenty thou- 
fand. ' 
18 And whereas ſome 
were fled into very ſtrong 
towers, having all manner of 
proviſion to ſuſtain a ſiege, 

19 Machabeus left Si- 
mon and Joſeph, and Zache- 
us, and them that were with 
them in ſufficient number to 
beſiege them, and departed to 
thole expeditions which urged 
more. 

20 Now they that were 
with Simon, being led with 
covetouſneſs, were perſuaded 
for the ſake of money by ſome 
that were in the towers: and 
taking ſeventy thouſand di- 
drachmas, let ſome of them 
eſcape. 

21 But when it was told 
Machabeus what was done, 
he aſſemhled the rulers of the 
people and accuſed thoſe men, 
that they had ſold their bre- 
thern for money, having let 
their adverſaries eſcape. 

22 So he put theſe trai- 
tors to death, and forthwith 
took the two towers. 


23 And having good ſuc- | 


ceſs in arms and in all things 
he took in hand, he flew more 


than twenty thouſand in the 
two holds. 

24 But Timotheus who 
before had been overcome by 
the Jews, having called toge- 
ther a multitude of 1 
troops, and aſſembled hor 
men out of Aſia, came as 
though he would take Judea 
by force of arms. 

25 But Machabeus and 
they that were with him, 
when he drew near, prayed 
to the Lord, ſprinkling earth 
upon their * und girding 
their loins with haircloth, 

26 And lying proſtrate at 
the foot of the altar, beſoughr 
him to be merciful to them, 
and to be an enemy to their e- 
nemies, and an adverſary to 
their adverſaries, as the law 
ſaith.

31 And there were ſlain 
twenty thouſand five hundred, 
and fix hundred horſemen.

25 Wheretore being deſi- 
rous that this nation alfo 
ſhould be at reſt, we have or- 
dained and decreed, that the 
temple ſhould be reſtored to 
them, and that they may hve 
according to the cuſtom of 
their anceſtors.

8 But when he underſtood 
that the men of Jamnia alſo

19 But Doſitheus, and So- 
ſipater, who were captains 
with Machabeus, flew them 
that were left by Timotheus 
in the hold, to the number of 
ten thouſand men.

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20 And Machabeus having 
ſet in order about him fix 
thouſand men, and divided 
them by bands, went forth 
againſt imotheus, who had 
with him a hundred and twen- 
9 thouſand footmen, and two

had knowledge of the coming 
of Judas, he ſent the women 
and children, and the other 
baggape before him into a for- 
treſs, called Carnion: for it 
was impregnable, and hard 
to come at, by reaſon of the 
ſtraitneſs of the places. 

22 But when the firſt band 
of Judas came in ſight, the 


enemies were ſtruck with a 


panick fear, by the preſence 
of God, who Cech all things, 
and they were put to flight 
running one from another, ſo 
that they were often thrown 
down by their own compani- 
ons, and wounded with the 
points of their own ſwords. 
23 But Judas purſued them 
cloſe, puniſhing the profanc

Antiechus and Iꝑſias again in- 
wade Juden. Menelaus is 
put to death.

T* the year one hundred 
and forty nine, Judas un- 
derſtood that Antiochus Eu- 
pator was coming with a mul- 
titude againſt Judea, | 
2 And with him Lyſias 
the regent, who had charge 
over the affairs of the realm, 
having with him (a) a hun- 
dred and ten thouſand foot- 
men, five thouſand horſemen, 
twenty two elephants, and 
three hundred chariots armed 
with hooks. 
Menelaus alſo joined 
himſelf with them: and with 
great deceitiulneſs beſought 
Antiochus, not for the wel- 
fare of his country, but in

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hopes that he ſhould be ap- 
pointed chief ruler. 

4 But the King of kings 
ſtirred up the mind of An- 
tiochus againſt this wicked 
man, and upon Lyſias his 


ſuggeſting that he was the 
_ of all the evils, he 
commanded (as the cuſtom is 
with them) that he ſhould be 
apprehended and put to death 
in the ſame place. 

5 Now there was in that 
place a tower fifty cubits 
high, having a heap of aſhes 
on every ſide: this had a 
proſpect ſteep down. 

6 From thence he com- 
manded the ſacrilegious 
wretch to be thrown down 
into the athes, all men 
thruſting him torward unto 
death. 

7 And by ſuch a law it 
happened that Menelaus the 
tranigreſſor of the law was 
put to death: pot having ſo 
much as burial in the earth. 

8 And indeed very juſtly, 
for inſomuch as he had com- 
mitted many fins againſt the 
altar of God, the fire and 
aſhes of which were holy : 
he was condemned to die 1n 
aſhes. 

9. But the king, with his 
mind full ot rage, came on 
to ſhew himſelf worſe to the 
Jews than his father was. 

10 Which when Judas 
understood, he commanded 
the people to call upon the 
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Lord day and night, that as 


303 
he had always done, ſo now 
alſo he would help them: 

11 Becauſe they were afraid 
to be deprived of the law, 
and of their country, and of 
the holy temple: and that 
he would not ſuffer the peo- 
— that had of late taken 

reath for a little while, to be 
again in ſubjection to blaſphe- 
mous nations. | 

12 So when they had all 
done this together, and had 
ctaved mercy of the Lord 
with weeping and faſting, 
lying proſtrate on the ground 
{or three days continually, 
Judas exnorted thein to make 
themlelves ready. 

13 But he with the an- 
cients determined, betore the 
king ould bring his army 


into Judea, and make himſelf 


maſter ot the city, to go out, 
and to commit the event of 
the thing to the judgment of 
the Lord. 

14 So committing all to 
God, the creator of the 
woild, and having exhorted 
his people to fight manfully, 
and to ſtand up even to death 
tor the laws, the temple, the 
City, their country, and citi- 
zens: he placed his army 
about Modin. 

i5 And having given his 
company for a watch word, 
The victory of God, with 
moſt valiant choſen young 
men, he tet upon the king's 
quarter by night, and flew 


tour thouſand men in the 


camp,

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camp, and the greateſt of 


the elephants, with them 
that had been upon him, 

16 And having filled the 
camp of the enemies with 
exceeding great fear and 
tumult, they went off with 

ſucceſs. 
17 Now this was done at 
the break of day, by the 
rotection and help of the 
rd. 

18 But the king having 
taken a taſte of the hardineſs 
of the Jews, attempted to 
take the ſtrong places by 

licy : 

5 And he marched with 
his army to Bethſura, which 
was a ſtrong- hold of the 
fews but he was repulſed, 
he tailed, he loſt his men. 

20 Now Judas ſent ne- 
ceiſaries to then that were 
within. 

21 But Rhodecus, one of 
the Jews army, diſcloſed the 
ſecrets to the enemies, ſo he 
was ſought out, and taken 
up, and put in prifoa. 

22 Again the king treated 
with them rhat were in Beth- 
ſura: gave his right hand: 
took theirs: and went awey. 

23 He fought with Judas : 
and was overcome. And 


when he underſtood that 


Philip, who had been left 
over the aflairs, bad rebciied 
at Antioch, he was in a con- 
ſternation of mind, and in- 
treating the Jews, and yield- 


ing to them, he iwore to 1 
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things that ſeemed reaſon- 
able, and, being reconciled, 
offered ſacrifices, honoured 
the temple, and left gifts. 
24 He emhraced Macha- 
beus, and made him gover- 
nor and prince from Ptole- 
mais unto the Gerre Mans. 

- But when he was come 
to Ptolemais the men of that 
city were much diſpleaſed 
with the conditions of the 
peace, being angry for fear 
they ſhould break the eove- 
nant. 

26 Then Lyſias went up 
to the judgment-ſeat, and ſet 
forth the reaſon, and ap- 
peaſed the people, and re- 
turned to Antioch : and thus 
matters went with regard to 
the king's coming and his 
return, :

4 Came to king Demetri- 
us in the year one hundred 
and fifty, preſenting unto 
him a crown of gold, and a 
palm, and beides theſe, 
tome boughs which ſeemed 
to belong to the temple. 


And that day indeed he held 


his peace. - 

5 But having gotten a 
convenient time to further 
his madneſs, being called to 
counſel by Demetrius, and 
aſked what the Jews relied 


upon, and what were their 


counſels, 

6 He anſwered thereunto: 
They among the Jews that 
are called Aſſideans, of whom 
Judas Machabeus is captain, 
nouriſh wars, and raiſe ſedi- 
tions, and will not ſuffer the 
realm to be in peace. 

7 For I alſo being de- 
prived of my anceſtors glo- 
ry (I mean of the high 

rie ſthood) am now com

10 For as leng as Judas 
liveth, it is not politble that 
the ilate ſhould be quiet. 

11 Now when this man 
had ſpoken to this effect, the 
reſt alſo of the &ing'; friends. 
who were enemies of Judas 
incenſed Demetrius again 
him. 

12 And forthwith he ſent 
Nicanor, the commander o- 
ver the elephants, governor 
into Judea : 

13 Giving him in charge, 
to take Judas (himſelf : and 
diſperſe all them that were 
with him, and to make Al- 
cimus the high prieſt of the 
great temple. 

14 Then the gentiles, 
who had fled out of Judea 
from Judas, came to Nica- 
nor by flocks, thinking tne 
miſeries, and calamities ot 
the Jews to be the welfare of 
their affairs. 

15 Now when the Jews 
heard of Nicanor's coming, 


y indeed out | and that the nations were at- 


ſembled againſt them, they 
caſt earth upon their heads, 
and made ſupplication to 
him, who. chote his people 
to keep them for ever, and 

. | W1.0 
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who protecteth his portion 
by evident ſigns. 

16 'Thenat the command- 
ment of their captain they 
forthwith removed from the 
-place where they were, and 
went to the town of Deſſau, 
to meet them. 

17 Now Simon the bro- 
ther of Judas had joined 
battle with Nicanor : but 
was frightened with the ſud- 
den coming of the adyer- 


ſaries. 


18 Nevertheleſs Nicanor 
heating of the valour of Ju- 
das's companions, and the 

eatneſs of courage, with 
which they fought for their 
country, was afraid to try 
the matter by the ſword. 

19 Wherefore he ſent Po- 
ſidonius, and Theodotius, and 
Matthias before to preſent 
and receive the right hands. 

20 And when there had 
been a conſultation there- 
upon, and the captain had 
acquainted the multitude 
with it, they were all of one 
mind to conlent to covenants. 

21 $0 they appointed a 
day upon which they might 
commune together by them- 


ſelves: and ſeats were brought 


out and ſet for each one. 
22 But Judas ordered arm- 


ed men to be ready in conve- 


nient places, leſt ſome miſ- 
chief might be ſuddenly prac- 
tiſed by the enemies: fo they 
made an agreeable confe- 
rence. = 

23 And Nicanor abode in 


L 
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Jeruſalem, and did no wrong, 


but ſent away the flocks of 
the wultitudes that had been 
gathered together. | 

24 And Judas was always 
dear to hin from the heart, 
and he was well affected to 
the man. 

25 And he deſired him to 
marry a wife, and to have 
children. So he married, 
was quiet, and they lived in 
common. 

26 But Alcimus ſeeing the 
love they had one to another, 


N and the covenants, came to 


Demetrius, and told him that 
Nicanor favoured the ene- 
my's intereſt, for that he 
meant to make Judas, who 
was a traitor to the kingdom, 
his ſucceſſor. | 

27 Then the king being in 
a rage and provoked with 
this man's wicked accuſati- 
ons, wrote to Nicanor, ſigni- 
fying, that he was greatly diſ- 
pleated with the covenant of 
friendſhip : and that he com- 
manded him nevertheleſs to 
ſend Machabeus priſoner in 
all hafte to Antioch. 

28 When this was known, 
Nicanor was in a conſterna- 
tion, and took it grieyouſly 


that he ſhould make void the 


articles that were agreed up- 
on, having received no injury 
from the man. | 
29 But becauſe he could 
not oppoſe the king, he 
watched an opportunity to 

comply with the orders. 
30 But when Machabeus 
perceived

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perceived that Nicanor was 
more ſtern to him, and that 
when they met together as 
uſual he behaved hiniſelf in 
a rough manner; and was 
ſenſible that this rough beha- 
viour came not of good, he 
gathered together x few of 
his men, and hid himſelt 
fiom Nicanor. 

21 But he finding himſelf 
notably prevented by the 
man, came to the great and 


hoty-temple: and command- 


ed the prieſts that were of- 
fering the accuſtomed ſacri— 
hices, to deliver him the man. 

32 And when they ſwore 
vnto him, that they knew not 
where the man was whom 
he tought, he ſtretched out 
ais hand to the temple, 

33 And ſwore, ſaying: 
Unicts you deliver Judas pri- 
toner to me, I will lay this 
temple of God even with the 
ground, and will beat down 
the altar, and will dedicate 
this temple to Bacchus. 

34 And when he had ſpo- 
ken thus, he departed. But 
dhe prieſts ſtretching forth 
their hands to heaven, called 
upon hin that was ever the 
detender of their nation, ſay- 
ing in this manner: 

35 Thou, O Lord of all 
things, who wanteſt nothing,

waſt pleaſed that the temple 
of thy habitation ſhould be 
amongſt us. 

36 Therefore now. O 
Lord, the holy of all holies, 
keep this houſe for ever un- 
de filed. which was lately 
cleanſed. 

37 Now Razias, one of 
the ancients of Jerutalen,was 
accuſed to Nicanor, a man 
that was a lover of the city, 
and of good report, who for 
his kinene's was called the 
tather of the Jews. 

35 This man, for a long 
time, had held fait his pur- 
pole of keeping himſelf pure 
in the ſews religion, and was 
ready to expoſe his body ard 
lie, that he might pertevere 
therein. 

39 So Nicanor being wil- 
ling to declare the hatced 
that he hore the jews, ſent 


five hundred ſoldiers to take 
him,

ſnaring him to hurt the Jews 
very much. 

41 Now as the multitude 
ſought to ruſh into his houſe, 
| and to break open tae door, 
and to ſet fie to it, when ke 
was ready to be taken (a) he 
truck himſelf with his ſword : 

42 Chooſing to die nobly

3 That unhappy man aſk- 
ed, if there were a mighty 
One in heaven, that had 
commanded the ſabbath- day 
to be kept. 

4 And when they anſwer- 
ed: I here is the living Lord 
him ſelf in heaven, the migh- 
ty One, that commanded the 


ſeventh day to be kept. 


5 "Then he ſaid: And I 
ae mighty upon the earth, 
and I command to take arms, 
and to do the king's buſineſs.

10 Then after he had en- 
couraged them, he ſhewed 
withal the falſhood of the 
gentiles, and their breach of 
oaths, 

11 So he armed every 
one of them, not with de- 
fence of ſhield and ſpear, but 
with very good ſpeeches, and 
exhortations, and told them 
a dream worthy to be be- 
lieved, whereby he rejoiced 
them all. 

12 Now the viſion was in 
this manner: Onias, who 
had been high prieſt, a good 
and virtuous man, modeſt in 
bis looks, gentle in his man- 
ners, and graceful in his 
ſpeech, and exerciſed from a 
child in all virtues, holding 
up his hands, prayed for ail 
the people of the Jews. 

13 After this there ap- 
peared alſo another man, ad- 
mirable for age, and glory, 
and environed with great 
beauty and majeſty. 

14 Then Onias anſwering, 
ſaid : This is a lover of his 
brethren, and of the people 
of Iſrael: this is he that 
prayeth much for the people, 
and for all the holy city, Je- 
remias the prophet of God. 

15 Whereupon Jeremias 
ſtretched forth his right 
hand, and gave to Judas a 
(word of gold, ſaying: | 

16 Take this holy a 
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a gift from God, wherewith 
thou ſhalt overthrow the ad- 
verſaries of my le Iſrael. 

17 Thus being! exhorted 
with the words of Judas, 
which were very good, and 
proper to ſtir up the courage, 
and ſtrengthen the hearts of 
the young men, they ret»lved 
to fight, and to ſet uvvon 
them manfu'ly : that valcur 
might decide the matter, be · 
cauſe the holy city, and the 
temple were in danger. 

18 For their concern was 
lefs for their wives, and chil- 
dren, and for rheir brethren, 
and kinsfolks: but their 
greateſt and principal fear 
was for the holineſs of the 
temple. 

19 And they alſo that 
were in the city, had no ſmall 
concern for them that were 
to be engaged in battle. 

20 And when now all ex- 
pected whit judgment would 
be given, and the enemies 
were at hand, and the army 
was ſet in array, the beaſts 
and the horſemen ranged in 
convenient places, 

21 Machabeus conſidering 
the coming of the multitude, 
and the divers preparations of 
armour, and the fiergeneſs of 
the beaſts, ſtretching aut his 
hands to heaven, called upon 


| the Lord, that worketh won- 


ders, who giveth victory to 
them that are worthy, not ac- 
cording to the power of their 
arms, but according as it 
ſeemeth good to him.

ſaid after this manner: Thou, 
O Lord, who didſt ſend thy

Lord of heaven, thy good

25 But Nicanor, and they 
that were with him came 
forward, with trumpets and 
longs. 

26 But Judas, and they 
that were with. him, encoun- 
tered them, calling uponGod 
by prayers : 

27 80 fighting with their 
hands, but praying to the 
*Lord with their hearts, they 
few no fewer than five and 
thirty thouſand, being great- 
ly cheared with the preſence 
of God. 

28 And when the battle 
was over, and they were tre- 
r joy, they under- 
ſtood that Nicanor was ſlain 
in his armour. 

29 Then making a ſhout, 
and a great noiſe, they bleſſed 
the almighty Lord in their

and tae hand of. the furious
